of Christ At this time of year imag- 

ination turns itself back to 
Bethlehem and the nativity. Here was the 
strangest scene upon which men and angels 
ever gazed. The cradle of the stable held 
Deity. The Ancient of Days became a 
babe in arms. 

The world waits with bated breath the 
announcement of the birth of a prince, but 
this Prince found no waiting multitude, no 
shouts of joy, no retinue of servants to 
bend at His appearing, no embroidered cov- 
erlet, no silken gown. From the womb of 
a virgin peasant He came to find a busy 
and indifferent world. 

Earth may have been unresponsive to this 
event. But the heavens were stirred. A 
heavenly choir told forth His praises and a 
stellar world pointed the direction to a few 
faithful hearts. The ages had waited for 
this hour. Is it ever that men know the 
hour of their visitation? 

Any one recognizes history when it is 
written. How many recognize it in the 
making? Every devout believer knows now 
the significance of the day made glorious by 
the arrival of the long promised Redeemer. 
How many recognized Him then? 

You think today commonplace. Perhaps 
it is bright with meaning, but your eyes are 
holden. He has come! He is coming again! 
He is here! May our eyes be open to be- 
hold Him even in the humdrum daily round.

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“In the likeness of sinful flesh.” Literal- 
ly, “of the flesh of sin.” The choice of words 
is especially noteworthy. Paul does not say

3:16), 
for this would not have ex- 
pressed the bond between 
Christ’s manhood and 
sin. Not “in the flesh of sin,” which 
would have represented Him as partaking 
of sin. Not “in the likeness of flesh,” since 
He was really and entirely human; but, “in 
the likeness of the flesh of sin”: really hu- 
man, conformed in appearance to the flesh 
whose characteristic is sin, yet sinless.

The address of Dr. Angell, president 
Needed of Yale University: 
Revival 


“Many of my hearers, who 

are perhaps oblivious to the con- 
stant evolution going on in religion, may be 
unprepared to hear me say that I share 
with many others far wiser, the feeling 
that our world has today no greater 
need than a vigorous revival of true re- 
ligion, one in which every class and ev- 
ery community should share. Yet this 
is my considered conviction. 

“You cannot really cure the ills of the 
social order without also healing the 
moral and spiritual ailments of the indi- 
vidual.” 

Increasingly articulate is the feeling that 
only in a genuine revival will there be any 
permanent recovery. Declension was first 
spiritual and then economic. Why then 
should statesmen and business men ignore 
spiritual factors as they try to plan for a 
new prosperity? The first milestone on 
the road to national recovery is marked 
“Repentance.”

What is prayer? Prayer—that which is 
recognized in Scripture as such—consists not 
so much in our definition of helplessness, 

as the feeling of it. There may 
Prayer be “the form of sound words,” 

and no prayer; and there may be 
true prayer, and no formal repetition of 
words. There is prayer in a look, a groan. 
Prayer is the breathing out of the soul’s 
sincere desire after God. It is the look of 
the dependent child to its own loving Father 
in all the consciousness of utter helplessness, 
and in all the sweetness of filial trust.

Prayer is the evidence of a soul quickened 
into life. It is “God’s breath in man” re- 
turning to its source. There is no spiritual 
life where the breathing of prayer is not 
carried on..... There are professing Chris- 
tians who tell us that they cannot pray, 
that they have no gift in prayer, and on 
that ground try to excuse their silence in 
prayer meetings. What? A Christian who 
cannot pray! This can never be. We 
should as soon believe that there was a 
soldier that could not fight, a scholar that 
could not read, a mariner never on board a 
ship in his life, as believe a man who told 
us he was a Christian and could not pray. 
Let those who never or seldom pray in a 
prayer meeting, supposing they lack the gift, 
get the spirit, and that will improve the gift. 
For while it is true, as we have said, that a 
man may have the gift and not the spirit of 
prayer, it is equally true to say that he who 
has the spirit will improve the gift. We have 
known new converts, for example, by liv- 
ing near to God after the new birth, acquire 
greater freedom and power in the exercise 
of prayer in six months than others who 
have enjoyed less of the Spirit of God, have 
acquired in six years. 

Oh! let the young, timid disciple, who 
feels it to be a great trial to pray in our 
social assemblies, get the spirit of prayer, 
and be more in secret prayer with God, and 
he will soon find it simple enough to pour 
out his heart with others in prayer—Writ- 
ten about 1885, by Rev. D. Round. 
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Jesus said, “I am not come to call the 
righteous, but sinners to repentance” (Matt. 
9:13). Perhaps the hardest type of person 

to reach is the religious. A re- 
Salvation cent missionary caller gave us 
for the further illustration of this 
Religious truth. 

This missionary labors in the 
hill country of North India among the 
Animists. He says that his field of labor is 
much more fruitful than down on the plain 
where the people are Hindus and Moham- 
medans. The followers of false religions 
are always hard to touch with the gospel. 

The Animists worship demons and sacri- 
fice to demons. It is not an unfamiliar sight 
to this missionary in passing along a coun- 
try road, to see an animal crucified. In this 
way some native has sought to appease the 
wrath of an angry demon. It is compara- 
tively easy to tell them of God’s love in 
giving His Son to be a propitiation for our 
sins. 

How futile the present day preaching 
which presents mankind as righteous, and 
then exhorts the righteous to repent. “They 
that be whole need not a physician, but 
they that are sick” (Matt. 9:12). Religion 
makes man feel righteous. Revelation makes 
him know he is a sinner and needs salva- 
tion.

Two impressions are quite well 
fixed in their minds. The first is that Chris- 
tian work is more difficult in America than 
it was.

Centenary mand of the English language, 


she could converse in French 
and German and learned a little Welsh. As 
a child her favorite book was Isaiah, and the 
Hebrew of the Old Testament and the Greek 
of the New enabled her to grasp the true 
meaning of individual texts which she com- 
mitted to memory. As a rendering for a 
promise to afflicted persons she suggested, 
“My grace is quite enough for thee.” 

Ill-health prevented her attending confer- 
ences, and she may well be regarded as a 
product of the Church of England in the 
nineteenth century. The phrase “all for 
Jesus” resulted in a deepening of her spir- 
itual life, and she was led to see the need 
for sanctification, rather than service or 
mere surrender, for all who wished to be 
“kept for the Master’s use.” As these ideas 
developed, they were included in the hymns 
which illustrate her own religious experience. 

To improve her gift as a writer of hymns, 
Miss Havergal studied under the greatest 
“German composer of her day, and would 
sing only sacred songs. He hoped this ex- 
ample would be followed by those who sang 
her hymn— 

Take my life and let it be 
Consecrated, Lord, to Thee. 

Many of her compositions and hymns 
were lost in a fire, and her wish to publish 
only what was best is illustrated by the fact 
that, at first, she discarded the manuscript of 
her great hymn “Thy life was given for me.” 

When she died at the age of forty-two, she 
requested that the text I John 1:7 should be 
engraved on her tombstone to emphasize the 
truth that the blood of Jesus, the eternal 
Son, is cleansing His people from all sin. 
Her constant faith in life and death is re- 
vealed by the hymn— 

I am trusting Thee, Lord Jesus, 
Trusting only Thee. 
Trusting Thee for full salvation— 
Great and free.

The name of 
Jonathan Goforth is inseparably linked with 
those extraordinary times of revival expe- 
rienced in Manchuria and sections of north- 
east China, a quarter of a century ago, when 
the Spirit of God came down upon multi- 
tudes as a searching, consuming fire. The 
hand of God was upon Goforth in a mighty 
way, and his ministry was almost like that 
of Charles G. Finney and Evan Roberts 
combined. 

Though in recent years stricken with 
blindness, perhaps as a result of that blow 
from a sword, he continued a blessed and 
fruitful ministry here in the homeland.

Moody Bible Institute Monthly 
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The Gospel for This Dispensation 


By REV. GEORGE DOUGLAS, Cardiff, Wales 


HE first Christian sermon is record- 
ed for us in Acts 2, which is the 
sequel to, and continuation of, the 
four Gospeis. A careful reading of 
the last chapter of each of the Gospels will 
show that the last recorded fact concerning 
our Lord in Matthew is the resurrection; in 
Mark the ascension; in Luke the promise of 
the Holy Spirit; and in John the promise of 
the coming again of our Lord Jesus Christ. 
In Acts 1, all these facts are referred to 
and summarized. All four Gospels give 
prominence to the great missionary mani- 
festo of the risen Lord, and it is again con- 
firmed in Acts 1. This book forms the 
connecting link, the transition arch, between 
the Gospels and the epistles. It gives us the 
first chapter of authentic Church history, 
covering the first thirty years, and dealing 
with the progress of the gospel from Jeru- 
salem to Rome (Acts 1:8). It is not a com- 
plete record even of the first thirty years of 
the Church’s history, but like all other books 
of the Bible, it has one supreme purpose. 
Luke wrote under the guidance of the Holy 
Spirit a record of the personal ministry of 
our Lord Jesus Christ continued in and 
from heaven. In the opening sentence, “The 
former treatise have I made .. . of all that 
Jesus began both to do and teach,” there is 
the implied contrast between that former 
record and this one. The third Gospel was 
written for the purpose of showing what 
“Jesus began both to do and teach, until 
the day in which he was taken up.” The 
book of Acts is concerned with what Jesus 
continued to do after His ascension. So 
that we have here in reality the acts of the 
glorified Lord. ° 
“So then after the Lord had spoken 
unto them, he was received up into 
heaven, and sat on the right hand of 
God. And they went forth, and preached 
every where, the Lord working with 
them, and confirming the word with signs 
following” (Mark 16:19, 20). 
In this first Christian sermon we have 
1. The Introduction 
Personal explanation (Acts 2:14-21) 
2. The Theme 
Jesus is the Christ, as shown by the 
resurrection. 
(1) The resurrection declared (vv.23, 24) 
(2) The resurrection predicted (vv. 25- 
31) 
(3) The resurrection attested (v. 32) 
(4) The resurrection proved (vv. 33-35) 
3. The Conclusion 
Personal application (vv. 36-39) 
Looking into this sermon, preached “with 
the Holy Ghost sent down from heaven,” 
and resulting in the conviction and conver- 
sion to God of about three thousand souls, 
we find a clear declaration of 
1. Facts to be believed 
2. Commands to be obeyed 
3. Blessings to be enjoyed 
In the facts believed is found the motive 
of obedience to the commands, which obedi- 
ence leads to the enjoyment of the blessings. 
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May the Holy Spirit now show us the facts, 
give grace and power to obey the commands, 
and lead every one of us into the safety, 
certainty, and enjoyment displayed in the 
closing verses of this chapter. 


I 


Facts to Be Believed 


All the foundation facts, or saving truths 
of the gospel, are stated in this first Chris- 
tian sermon, and salvation depends upon 
believing them. The solemn obligation to 
proclaim them, therefore, is age-abiding. 

1. The Virgin Birth of the Redeemer 

“Ve men of Israel, hear these words; 
Jesus of Nazareth” (v. 22). These three 
words, “Jesus of Nazareth,” take our 
thoughts straight to Bethlehem, and thence 
to Nazareth. They point to the stupendous 
miracle of the virgin birth of the divine 
Redeemer, and remind us of the words re- 
corded by Luke in his “former treatise.” 

“And in the sixth month the angel 

Gabriel was sent from God unto a city 

of Galilee, named Nazareth, to a virgin 

espoused to a man whose name was 

Joseph, of the house of David: and the 

virgin’s name was Mary. .. . And the 

angel said unto her . . . . Behold, thou 
shalt conceive in thy womb, and bring 
forth a son, and shalt call his name 

Jesus” (Luke 1:26, 27, 31). 

“Jesus of Nazareth.” Without the miracle 
of the virgin birth of the Son of God, there 
could be no gospel of redemption for a world 
of ruined sinners; hence in this first proc- 
lamation of the gospel for this dispensation 
it is the first fact stated. 

2. The Sinless Life of the Redeemer 

“A man approved of God” (v. 22). The 
“miracles and wonders and signs” proved 
Him to be the Christ, the Son of God, and 
showed the Father’s approval of His entire 
life and work. On two great occasions the 
eternal Father uttered words of approval, 
“This is my beloved Son, in whom I am well 
pleased” (Matt. 3:17; 17:5). “In him was 
no sin.” “A man approved of God.” This 
is the second foundation truth declared by 
the inspired apostle in the gospel for this 
dispensation, and woe unto us if we preach 
not this gospel, or preach any other (Gal. 
158; 9). 

3. The Atoning Death of the Redeemer 

“Him, being delivered by the determinate 
counsel and foreknowledged of God, ye have 
taken, and by wicked hands have crucified 
and slain” (v. 23). The apostle charged his 
hearers with the enormous guilt of murder- 
ing the “man approved of God,” but points 
out that they never could have done so had 
not something inexplicable preceded their 
action in the counsels of eternity. When the 
same apostle writes of the history and price 
of redemption, he speaks of “a lamb without 
blemish and without spot: who verily was 
foreordained before the foundation of the 
world” (I Pet. 1:18-21). Therefore, “neither 
the angry powers of hell, nor the displeas- 
ures of broken law, nor the enormity of our

sins” could prevent Him from finishing the 
work which the Father gave Him to do. 
On the human side, the death of the ‘man 
approved of God” was a revelation of un- 
utterable guilt; but on the divine side, it is 
a revelation of “amazing pity, grace un- 
known, and love beyond degree” (Rom. 
5:8-10). 

The sinless Son of God accepted “the 
wages of sin,” “tasted death for every man,” 
in order that every man may accept “the 
gift of God (which) is eternal life through 
Jesus Christ our Lord” (Rom. 6:23). This 
is the great essential, reconciling fact of the 
gospel for this age, so forcefully declared in 
this first Christian sermon. 

4. The Victorious Resurrection of the Re- 
deemer 

“Whom God hath raised up, having loosed 
the pains of death: because it was not pos- 
sible that he should be holden of it” (v. 24). 
The apostle’s theme is “Jesus is the Christ, 
the Son of God, as shown by the fact of 
His resurrection,” which he declares in these 
words, and then proceeds to show that His 
victorious resurrection had been predicted in 
the great battle song of Immanuel, as Psalm 
16 may appropriately be called. This foun- 
dation truth of the gospel is given great 
prominence in all apostolic preaching and 
teaching, for the obvious reason that it in- 
volved the divine position and authority of 
“Jesus of Nazareth.” He was “declared to 
be the Son of God with power, according to 
the spirit of holiness, by the resurrection 
from the dead” (Rom. 1:4). “And with 
great power gave the apostles witness of 
the resurrection of the Lord Jesus” (Acts 
4:33). 

5. The Triumphant Ascension of the Re- 
deemer 

In this “dispensational” gospel, that is, the 
divine gospel for a world of sin in this age 
of grace, prominence is given to the fact of 
the session of Jesus of Nazareth at God’s 
right hand, as the final proof of His being 
“approved of God.” Luke’s inspired “for- 
mer treatise” leads us from Bethlehem where 
we see “the babe lying in a manger” (Luke 
2:16), to “the place, which is called Cal- 
vary, there they crucified him” (Luke 23: 
33), then on to Olivet and up to heaven 
(Luke 24:50, 51). And now in this Pente- 
costal sermon the Spirit-filled apostle de- 
clares: 

“This Jesus hath God raised up... . 
Therefore being by the right hand of 
God exalted. . . . For David . . . saith 
himself, The Lord said unto my Lord, 
Sit thou on my right hand, until I make 
thy foes thy footstool” (Acts 2:32-35). 


That was the necessary and _ inevitable 
consummation of the perfect human life of 
the “man approved of God,” as well as a 
divine confirmation of the truth of all His 
claims and teaching. And it is an essential 
and inspiring fact of the divine gospel for 
this dispensation. 

6. The Coming Again of the Redeemer 

Luke mentions the ascension of Christ 
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twice. At the end of his Gospel he mentions 
the fact as looking backward over a perfect 
human life and its necessary consummation, 
proclaiming as it does, “It was not possible 
that he should be holden of death.” In Acts 
1:11 he mentions the ascension again as 
looking forward to the second coming of 
the Redeemer as the necessary crowning and 
completion of His work of redemption. “This 
same Jesus, which is taken up from you into 
heaven, shall so come in like manner as ye 
have seen him go into heaven.” That blessed 
hope is clearly implied in the language of 
the apostle Peter in Acts 2:36, “Therefore 
let all the house of Israel know assuredly, 
that God hath made that same Jesus, whom 
ye have crucified, both Lord and Christ.” 
Are these great facts which constitute the 
gospel of God for a world of sin in this 
dispensation “most surely believed among 
us” (Luke 1:1)? If so, 
preached “in demonstration of the Spirit and 
of power” (I Cor. 2:4).

hoved Christ to suffer, and to rise from 
the dead the third day: and that repent- 
ance and remission of sins should be 
preached in his name among all nations” 
(Luke 24:46, 47). 


God “now commandeth all men every 
where to repent” (Acts 17:30). Scriptural 
repentance unto salvation is defined as “a 
saving grace, whereby a sinner—out of a 
true sense of his sin, and apprehension of 
the mercy of God in Christ—doth, with grief 
and hatred of his sin, turn from it unto God, 
with full purpose of, and endeavor after, 
new obedience.” The repentance which God 
commands as a condition of salvation is not 
only remorse for sin, which the multitude in 
Jerusalem were already smarting under, but 
a complete wheeling round of moral disposi- 
tion. This is illustrated in the case of the 
Thessalonians, who “turned to God from 
idols to serve the living and true God; and 
to wait for his Son from heaven” (I Thess. 
1:9, 10). This gospel command is age- 


ordinance of the New Testament instituted 
by our Lord Jesus Christ as the token of 
discipleship, and is to be observed “unto the 


end of the age” (Matt. 28:18-20). It has 
not the remotest connection with the Old 
Testament rite of circumcision, which was 
part of the ceremonial law “done away in 
Christ”; nor has it any connection with 
Jewish proselyte baptism. It is an ordinance 
instituted by Christ, to be unto the believer 
a sign of his fellowship with Christ in His 
death, burial, and resurrection, of his union 
with Him, of remission of sins, of his giving 
up himself unto God, through Jesus Christ, 
to live and walk in newness of life (Rom. 
6:3, 4). “If ye love me, (ye will) keep my 
commandments” (John 14:15).

Blessings to Be Enjoyed 
1. The Remission of Sins 
To people smarting under an awful sense 
of guilt and danger, it was “good news” to 
hear the apostle say, “Repent, 
and be baptized every one of 





The Commands to 
Be Obeyed 

This first Christian sermon 
had a terrible “sting in its 
tail”! Like all Spirit-filled 
preachers who seek the sal- 
vation of their hearers, Peter 
ended with a burning appeal 
to the conscience, setting over 
against each other in startling 
contrast God’s estimate of

hearers’ estimate of Him: 
what God had done to Jesus 
Christ, and what they “with 
wicked hands” had done to 
Him! God had “made him 
Lord and Christ,” and that 
after they had crucified Him, 
so setting the enormity of 
their conduct in the white 
light of the eternal throne.

“Now when they 
heard this they were pricked 
in their heart.”

This is the great an- 
nouncement of the gospel, 
“That remission of sins 
should be preached in _ his 
name.” It was the glad note 
in the apostolic preaching. 
“Be it known unto you there- 
fore, men and brethren, that 
through this man is preached 
unto you the forgiveness of 
sins” (Acts 13:38). “Blessed 
is he whose transgression is 
forgiven, whose sin is cov- 
ered” (Ps. 32:1; Rom. 3:24- 


2. The Gift of the Holy 
Spirit 

“And ye shall receive the 
gift of the Holy Ghost.” This 
divine gift of the ascended 
and glorified Lord is the pre- 
rogative of all true believers. 
The simple condition is faith 
in the Lord Jesus Christ, who 
“hath redeemed us from the 
curse of the law, being made 








press the awful feeling of 
conviction that seized upon 
them. Another translation has it, “They 
were stung to the heart by these words.” 
They were “pierced,” or “stabbed deep” as 
with the thrust of a spear, and under the 
stinging sense of guilt and danger they cried 
out for direction as to how to be saved. In 
the inspired answer given by the apostle, 
who had so mightily proclaimed the facts 
to be believed, we have an equally clear 
statement of the commands to be obeyed, 
which lay down the terms of salvation. 

1. Repentance 

“Then Peter said unto them, Repent.” If 
their wills had not been beginning to bend 
under the stinging sense of guilt and danger 
they would not have cried out, “What shall 
we do?” but would probably have taken to 
stone-throwing, as in the case of Stephen 
(Acts 7:54-58). Repentance is indispensable 
to salvation. It was the first note in the 
preaching of Christ and His apostles. ‘“Re- 
pent ye, and believe the gospel” (Mark 
2:35). 

“Thus it is written, and thus it be- 
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abiding and universal in its obligation. “Ex- 
cept ye repent, ye shall all likewise perish” 
(Luke 13:3). 

2. Faith in Christ 

“In the name of Jesus Christ” clearly and 
necessarily implies faith in Him as the Christ, 
the Son of God, as set forth in the sermon. 
The germ of all true evangelical preaching is 
here, and however incomplete as yet the con- 
ception of Christ and His redeeming work 
may have been, repentance towards God and 
faith towards our Lord Jesus Christ were 
laid down decisively from the beginning as 
the conditions of salvation. (See Mark 1:15; 
16:15, 16; Acts 16:30, 31; I John 3:23.) 
These two divine commands “repent” and 
“believe on the Lord Jesus Christ,” must be 
obeyed, or the sinner will remain exposed to 
condemnation and wrath. (See John 3:18, 
36.) 

3. Baptism 

“Repent, and be baptized every one of 
you in the name of Jesus Christ for the 
remission of sins.” Christian baptism is an 


a curse for us... that the 
blessing of Abraham might 
come on the Gentiles through Jesus Christ; 
that we might receive the promise of the 
Spirit through faith” (Gal. 3:13, 14). This 
is the richest gospel blessing to be enjoyed 
by all believers in this dispensation of the 
Spirit. “Know ye not that ye are the tem- 
ple of God, and that the Spirit of God 
dwelleth in you?” (I Cor. 3:16). 


3. Citizenship in Heaven 

“Then they that gladly received his word 
were baptized: and the same day there were 
added unto them about three thousand souls. 
And they continued steadfastly in the 
apostles’ doctrine and fellowship, and in 
breaking of bread, and in prayers.” Con- 
cerning all such the apostle Paul says, “Our 
citizenship is in heaven” (Phil. 3:20 R.V.). 
The age-abiding characteristics of. those who 
have truly believed the facts and obeyed the 
commands set forth in this first Christian 
sermon, and who consequently, are “fellow- 
citizens with the saints, and of the household 
of God,” are steadfast, continuing in the

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The Cross of Christ 


THE HEART OF THE GOSPEL 


By REV. CHARLES T. COOK,* London, England 


T is a matter of no small significance 

that in the Apostles’ Creed—that his- 

toric confession of things “most surely 

believed”—affirmation as to the virgin 
birth of Christ is immediately followed by 
the declaration that our Saviour died and 
rose again. The creed says nothing about 
His earthly life, His incomparable teaching, 
His “mighty works” with “wonders and 
signs,” or His peerless example. The omission 
does not mean that these aspects of our 
Lord’s witness are unimportant, but it does 
mean that they were given only what may 
be styled a secondary emphasis in the early 
days of the Church. The place of distinction 
was assigned to the fact of Christ’s death, 
issuing on the third day in a triumphant 
resurrection. 


The Cross Stressed by Early Church 


The primary importance which, as thus 
indicated, the early Christians assigned to 
the Cross and its doctrinal significance, finds 
abundant justification in the New Testament 
revelation. One cannot fail to note, for in- 
stance, the large place which the death of 
Christ occupies in the writings of the apostle 
Paul. Not the life that the Saviour lived, 
but that life as He laid it down “for us men 
and for our salvation,” is the theme upon 
which the apostle delights to dwell. In his 
First Epistle to the Corinthians, for example, 
he reminds the members of a church which 
was in need of careful instruction, of the 
essential elements of the gospel which he 
preached—a gospel which they had 
“received,” and by which they were “saved.” 
Note his words, “For I delivered unto you 
first of all that which also I received: that 
Christ died for our sins according to the 
scriptures; and that he was buried; and 
that he hath been raised on the third day 
according to the scriptures” (I Cor. 15:3,4, 
R.V.). That statement reiterates with clear- 
ness the claim advanced earlier in the epistle 
—“We preach Christ crucified”; and again, 
later on, “I determined not to know any- 
thing among you save Jesus Christ and him 
crucified.” 

Though it may be maintained that, in a 
measure, local circumstances determined the 
precise form of Paul’s epistles, yet most as- 
suredly the “word of the cross,” as unfolded 
in his writings, was not something peculiar 
and exclusive as regards the teaching min- 
istered to Corinth. Indeed, the other epis- 
tles of the apostle show that the Cross and 
its meaning was the pivotal point of his 
testimony everywhere. His teaching covered a 
wide range, and touched human life at many 
points, but the Cross dominated everything, 
its centrality was beyond question. 

Let us recall the great Christological pass-

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age in the Epistle to the Philippians (2:1- 
11), with its appeal for lowliness of mind, 
based upon the example of Christ in His 
self-humiliation. Wherein did Paul find the 
supreme act of the divine condescension? 
Not merely in our Lord’s assumption of hu- 
man nature; not even in the fact that He 
took upon Him “the form of a servant”; 
but rather, and incontrovertibly, in the fact 
that He became “obedient even unto death, 
yea, the death of the cross.” 

To the apostle, there was no moral prob- 
lem but found its solution at Calvary; no 
spiritual privilege but was secured or con- 
firmed to the believer through the shed 
blood; no duty or obligation but found its 
inspiration and dynamic in the death of the 
Son of God, of whom he rapturously ex- 
claimed, He “loved me, and gave himself 
for me.” The doctrine of the cross, therefore, 
stands back of all that the Christian enjoys 
in spiritual heritage and eternal outlook. 


A Pauline Interpretation Refuted 

Some have objected to the stress laid upon 
the death and resurrection of our Lord, and 
have suggested that the apostle Paul per- 
verted the original gospel of Christ into 
something different from its root substance 
and divine intent. For the simple precepts 
of the Sermon on the Mount, and the in- 
spiring example of the “Man of Galilee,” 
Paul substituted (so we are assured) a legal 
scheme of redemption through a propitia- 
tory sacrifice. 

Such an allegation, however, not only 
finds no support in the apostle’s writings, 
but is explicitly repudiated by him. In his 
Epistles to the Romans and to the Gala- 
tians, and indeed also in his letter to the 
Philippian Church, he declares that “legal- 
ism” was of the things left behind in the 
spiritual life. As for “rabbinical conceptions 
of salvation,” such can only be insinuated 
against him by those who, in the first place, 


are ignorant of such conceptions, and, in 
the second place, are lacking in appreciation 
of the teaching of him who has come into 
history as the apostle of the Gentiles. Paul, 
as we have already pointed out, was care- 
ful to inform the Corinthian Church that 
what he preached he had first of all re- 
ceived; far be it from him, therefore, to pro- 
claim “another gospel.” The confused in- 
ferences of expositors notwithstanding, one 
thing is clear to the impartial reader of the 
New Testament, that the apostle presented 
what he designated “my gospel”—that which 
had been committed to him by the risen 
Christ, a “form of sound words” that was in 
full harmony with the good news proclaimed 
by those who were apostles before him. 

Even a cursory glance at the other writ- 
ings of the New Testament should suffice to 
show that the same insistence on the aton- 
ing death and the victorious resurrection 
of our Lord, distinguishes them all. The 
book of the Acts, which has an appropriate 
place between the Gospels and the Epistles, 
supplies a record of the growth and ex- 
pansion of the Pentecostal Church. We learn 
therein that at first, there was an imperfect 
understanding—even on the part of Peter 
and his fellow-apostles—as to the scope of 
the gospel appeal, and as to the terms upon 
which Gentile believers should be admitted 
to fellowship; but one fact was never in 
question—all were firmly persuaded that the 
Cross was the heart of the gospel. 

In this respect there is not a particle of 
difference between Peter’s sermon on the 
day of Pentecost and Paul’s discourses in 
Antioch, at Philippi, at Corinth, or at Rome. 
And when, at length, one turns to the book of 
Revelation, whatever difficulties may be en- 
countered in the interpretation of some parts 
of its symbolism, one aspect of its message is 
crystal-clear: it is a great book of redemp- 
tion, in which Christ is referred to no fewer 


than twenty-seven times as “the Lamb.” 


But it is most important for us to ob- 
serve that the Cross is equally pre-eminent 
in the four Gospels. If our Lord’s death has 
no special significance, as modern critics al- 
lege, on what ground can we account for 
each evangelist’s full and detailed story of 
the passion? One quarter of Matthew and 
of Luke, more than a third of Mark and 
nearly half of John’s Gospel, are devoted 
to the events of that last and unforgettable 
week of the earthly ministry. Furthermore, 
each evangelist shows that from the begin- 
ning of our Lord’s ministry, He had the 
Cross in view. He is seen ever moving on 
toward His destined “hour.” “I have a bap- 
tism to be baptized with,” He says, “and 
how am I straitened till it be accomplished!” 
(Luke 12:50). 

The modernist assumption, therefore, that 
there is a discrepancy between Paul’s. gospel 
and that of the other apostles, or be- 
tween Paul and Christ, is seen to be

without a shadow of scriptural support. 


The Meaning of the Cross 


In the next place, it behooves us to ask: 
What precisely is meant by “the Cross?” 
Obviously, the apostle in his use of the term 
does not mean the literal stake of wood— 
the hateful instrument of crucifixion. Neither 
does he mean that his preaching was no 
more than a bare recital of the historical 
particulars of the crucifixion and the resur- 
rection. He means that his message con- 
tained a higher element—an interpretation 
of those facts. “Christ died,” 
he affirms, “for our sins.” 
The Cross has a meaning 
—a meaning for sinners! It 
is a way of deliverance; it 
speaks of a vicarious sacri- 
fice, of a complete and all- 
sufficient atonement, a pro- 
pitiation—the expiation of 
guilt. 

Furthermore, the apostle 
points out that the. great 
transaction on Calvary was 
no fortuitous occurrence, no 
unexpected termination to a 
ministry which had some 
other end in view. Every- 
thing came to pass “accord- 
ing to the scriptures.” All 
happened, in the words of 
another apostle, according 
to “the determinate counsel 
and foreknowledge of God,” 
and in fulfillment of the 
predictions of men who 
spake from God, being 
moved by the Holy Ghost. 

Another vital considera- 
tion is that the apostle Paul 
did not isolate the fact of 
the Cross from the doctrine 
of the Cross. He would 
have had scant sympathy 
with the specious plea, so 
often urged today, that the 
preacher should proclaim 

“the death of Christ and 
leave theory on one side! 
We may readily admit that 
it it impossible even for 
the profoundest and most 
orthodox theologian to for- 
mulate a full and final ex- 
planation of such an infinite 
mystery as the atonement. In the very na- 
ture of the case, the doctrine of divine 
reconciliation will always transcend human 
definitions. Nevertheless, to the insistent in- 
quiry of men everywhere, Who was He that 
died upon the Cross, and why did He die? 
a clear and satisfying answer is given by 
the apostle. It is the only answer that will 
satisfy the awakened conscience, and that is 
capable of being verified in experience. It 
is this—“‘Christ died for our sins”; or, again, 
in other words—“God was in Christ recon- 
ciling the world unto himself, not reckoning 
unto them their trespasses” (II Cor. 5:19). 


The Cross, the Preacher’s Power 


It is this Word of the Cross which makes 
preaching to be the most potent force in 
the world. We declare, without hesitation, 
that the greatest indictment of Modernism 
is that it seems incapable of producing evan- 
gelists. Indeed, this fact is sometimes rue- 
fully admitted by modernists themselves. 
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Modernism has never produced a D. L. 
Moody—and it never could! There can be 
no gospel, no evangel, worthy of the name, 
which does not center in the Cross, in the 
offering by the Son of God of Himself as 
a full, perfect, and sufficient oblation and 
satisfaction for the sins of the whole world. 

In the Cross is the recognition of sin as 
being “exceeding sinful.” Sin brings death. 
It involves the soul in immeasurable loss 
and ruin. What can avail for human re- 
demption except that the Son of God shall 
assume the sinner’s responsibility, and die 





in his stead? As the late Dr. H. R. Mackin- 
tosh most truly said: “Christianity without 
atonement is as inept as the sentence with- 
out a verb. The verb is the word, telling 
us what is done; and the Cross of Jesus 
is the great universal word of God, pro- 
claiming what He does to reach and win the 
sinful.” 

The whole history of the Christian cen- 
turies bears witness to the truth of this 
position. Whenever the Cross has been ob- 
scured, explained away, or forgotten, the 
light of the Church’s testimony has become 
dim, and her power has vanished. When- 
ever, on the other hand, this gospel of 
“Christ and him crucified” has been recov- 
ered, as at the Reformation, and during the 
great evangelical revival, or during the great 
campaigns throughout Britain and America 
of Moody and Sankey, or in the marvelous 
ministry of Charles Haddon Spurgeon, 
streams of life and blessing have flowed 
forth afresh into every part of the world. 


The Solution of the Church’s 
Problems 

Surely the solution of many of the 
Church’s present problems lays in a return 
to the preaching of the Cross? Not a few 
preachers—doubtless sincere and well-mean- 
ing men—give great prominence to the in- 
carnation, but alas, out of relation to the 
Cross. Their preaching, in consequence, is 
metaphysical rather than evangelical. They 
offer us a philosophy, or an ethic, instead of 
a gospel. Nearly thirty years ago the late 
Dr. James Denney gave utterance to 
the salutory reminder that 
the New Testament knows 
nothing of the Son of God 
becoming Man apart from 
the purpose of redemption— 
“A Crossless Christ my Sav- 

iour cannot be.” 

One notes with particular 
sadness that the same dis- 
astrous tendency is mani- 
fest even on the mission 
field. Much is written in 
current missionary literature 
touching the best method of 
approach to the mind of 
the Hindu, the Buddhist, 
and the educated Chinese; 
but one often searches in 
vain in such publications for 
any distinctive message of 
the Cross. The impression 
left upon the mind is that 
Christ is set forth as an 
ideal to be followed, rather 
than as a Redeemer to be 
trusted. Is this the safest 
and surest line of approach 
to the non-Christian mind? 
Once again, we do not hes- 
itate to affirm that neither 
the Word of God, nor the 
experience of the past, en- 
courages one to believe that 
it is. There can be no real 
“imitation of Christ” apart 
from assurance of reconcil- 
iation by way of the Cross 
of Calvary. 

Striking confirmation of 
this fact is found in many 
quarters. Here is one no- 
table example, recorded in 
the late Sir James Ewing’s 
life of Rev. Kalicharan 
Chatterjee, D.D., first Moderator of the 
Presbyterian Church in India. Dr. Chatter- 
jee was a Brahman of the highest sub- 
caste, with splendid prospects; yet he 
patiently endured disownment and _ per- 
secution by his family and friends, who 
regarded him as worse than dead to 
them, for the disgrace brought on them 
by his becoming a Christian. When 
asked what it was that drew him to Christ, 
he replied that, in the first instance, it was 
Christ’s character and teaching; but what 
led him fully to accept and confess Him, 
was the doctrine of the vicarious death and 
sufferings. This he pronounced the differen- 
tiating line between Christianity and all 
other religions. 

In this twentieth century the offense of 
the Cross has not ceased. It never will 
cease. Nevertheless, it still pleases God by 
the foolishness of such preaching, to save 
them that believe. It is the only kind of 
preaching that has the promise of revival. 
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“What Must I Do to Be Saved?”

“What must I do to be saved? And they 
said, Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
thou shalt be saved, and thy house” (Acts 
16:30, 81). 


N this text we have a question and an 

answer that demand our profound at- 

tention, because it is man’s earnest 

question and God’s complete answer. 
It brings us face to face with the truth of 
God’s Word found in Romans 3:23, “For 
all have sinned, and come short of the glory 
of God.” Since all have sinned and in them- 
selves are short of the glory of God, it is 
true beyond a doubt that all are under con- 
demnation, for Jesus said, “And this is the 
condemnation, that light is come into the 
world, and men loved darkness rather than 
light, because their deeds were evil” (John 
3:19). When man understands that he has 
sinned in the sight of God—that because of 
his evil deeds he is under condemnation— 
there is but one question he desires to ask. 
That question is, “What must I do to be 
saved?” No answer can in a greater way 
claim the attention of an earnest, seeking 
soul than God’s answer, “Believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be saved.” 


In this passage of Scripture there is one 
practical thought. This thought is, “Only 
one condition to salvation.” That condition 
is man’s full acceptance of God’s complete 
plan. It is not the advancement of our 
individual theories, or the support of man- 
made plans, that brings personal salvation 
to a sin-sick soul. The jailer at Philippi 
cried with a loud voice, but his cry was 
not for such theories or plans. 


if 
A Universal Cry 


The cry of this jailer is a universal one. 
There is not a living soul but what faces 
the question, “What must I do to be saved?” 
With reference to this great question and 
those who face it, the Bible recognizes three 
classes of men. 


First, the fool. “The fool hath said in 
his heart, There is no God” (Ps. 14:1). 
What does the fool do about this question of 
salvation? He does nothing about it. He 
simply says, “No God,” and lets it go at 
that. About the only thing that any one 
can do for this class of people is to pray 
for them. An argument with this kind of 
a fellow is not only useless, but time wast- 
ed. We should not waste our time in an 
idle argument. Prayer is about the only 
remedy for a man who says, “No God.” 


Second, the Bible recognizes the natural 
man. “The natural man receiveth not the 
things of the Spirit of God: for they are 
foolishness unto him: neither can he know 
them, because they are spiritually discerned” 
(I Cor. 2:14). A man said to me, “I read the 
Bible a lot, but the more I read it the less 
I understand it.” To him I said, “There is

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nothing strange about that. You are a 
natural-minded man, and the Bible con- 
tains things that are spiritually discerned. 
By your own unaided reason you can never 
understand the teachings of the Word of 
God.” The wise man said, “Trust in the 
Lord with all thine heart; and lean not to 
thine own understanding” (Prov. 3:5). 
There is but one trouble with the natural 
man. He seeks to save himself, his body, 
his reputation, and his business. A very 
striking case is found in the rich young 
man (Mark 10:17-23). Very earnestly he 
came to Jesus, fell down at His feet, and 
asked, ‘Good Master, what shall I do that 
I may inherit eternal life? And Jesus said 
unto him, Why callest thou me good? There 
is none good but one, that is, God. Thou 
knowest the commandments.” The rich 
young man told Jesus that he had observed 
these from his youth. Jesus then told him 
he lacked one thing. The thing that this 
young man lacked was eternal life. When 
Jesus told him that he must part with his 
material possessions, he went away with a 
sad heart. He was a natural-minded young 
man, and could not find eternal life by his 
own unaided reason. 

Third, the spiritual man. “There is a nat- 
ural body, and there is a spiritual body” 
(I Cor. 15:44). How does a natural man 
become a spiritual man? Certainly by no 
theories of his own or the plans of men. 
What does he do about salvation? In the 
sense of human merit he has stopped doing. 
He is trusting Jesus for salvation. He knows 
the Bible is true, and there is no salvation 
for man save in Jesus Christ. “Neither is 
there salvation in any other: for there is 
none other name under heaven given among 
men, whereby we must be saved” (Acts 
4:12). Outside of Jesus Christ there is no 
salvation for weary souls. He came for the 
specific purpose of saving the lost. “The 
Son of man is come to seek and to save that 
which was lost” (Luke 19:10). We must 
trust him for salvation. 


Il 
An Important Question 


Man’s question is of supreme importance. 
It may be highly important for one to know 
where the material things to sustain this 
temporal life are coming from, but it is 
infinitely more important to know what we 
must do to inherit eternal life. So the jail- 
er’s question was not only a timely one, but 
the most important that he could have pos- 
sibly asked. 

In this great question, “What must I do 
to be saved?” the one and chief desire of 
man is clearly seen. There may have been 
a time when the jailer’s only concern was 
to meet the orders of those who delivered 
the prisoners, Paul and Silas, unto him for 
safe keeping. But now something had hap- 
pened he had never before seen. These men 
who were prisoners gave every evidence that 
they had been with Jesus. Paul and Silas 
were in position to recommend that life 
eternal was much better than committing 
suicide. In the face of all this he had but 
one desire. It was for this eternal salva- 
tion. 

When the jailer appeared before Paul and 
Silas with the question, “Sirs, what must I 
do to be saved?” his actions indicated a 
condition of repentance. “He called for a 
light, and sprang in, and came trembling, 
and fell down” before these servants of God. 
Even then he did not ask the question until 
he had brought them out—released them 
from the inner prison and took their feet out 
of the stocks. Yes, his actions indicated that 
he was truly sorry for the wrong he had 
done. Not only was he sorry, but he 
longed to turn from his life of sin. No 
longer was he thinking of the orders given 
him when he was charged to keep these men 
safely in prison. He now used his mind in 
a noble way. He was ready to be obedi- 
ent to God’s answer. Fear had driven him 
many times, no doubt, but he now accepted 
the truth of God’s Word that Christ alone 
saves. 

Ill 
A Complete Answer 


God’s answer is the only one, and it is 
complete within itself. The theory that God 
gave a part of the answer to man’s im- 
portant question, and then left man to dig 
out the remaining part is not well founded. 

No man can save himself. Good works 
are to be expected from the redeemed chil- 
dren of God, but they can never save us. 
“Not by works of righteousness which we 
have done, but according to his mercy he 
saved us” (Titus 3:5). We are saved by 
the grace of God. “For by grace are ye 
saved through faith; and that not of your- 
selves: it is the gift of God: not of works, 
lest any man should boast” (Eph. 2:8, 9). 
Our efforts at keeping the law can never 
justify us in the sight of God. “A man is 
not justified by the works of the law, but 
by the faith of Jesus Christ, even we have

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The Star of All Stars’

T is the theme for 

a beautiful legend, 

but astronomy 

agrees that the star 
never existed.” Such was 
the statement that em- 
anated from the Univer- 
sity of Chicago last year, 
a day or two before 
Christmas, concerning 
the star that led the 
Wise Men from the East 
to the place where the 
Saviour was born. The 
authority for it was Pro- 
fessor William D. MacMillan, an astronomer 
of that institution. “The net result of its 
widespread publication,” says The Evangeli- 
cal Christian, “will only be to shake the con- 
fidence of some who are weak in the faith, 
in the veracity of the Scriptures. Just be- 
cause a scientist says this, there are many 
people who will accept the statement at its 
face value, and particularly the enemies of 
the Christian faith will not be slow to make 
capital out of it.” 

But this seemingly authentic statement can 
be challenged not only by Scripture, but 
also by science. Has Dr. MacMillan never 
heard of Professor E. W. Maunder, for years 
the director of the Greenwich Observatory, 
and recognized as one of the most outstand- 
ing British astronomers? He devotes an en- 
tire chapter to this subject in The Astronomy 
of the Bible, in which the reader is never led 
to question the occurrence of this remarkable 
phenomenon of the heavens. Moreover, we 
wonder whether Dr. MacMillan is at all 
familiar with the vast amount of information 
that has been written on this subject by 
eminent, scholarly men. Can it be possible 
that as an astronomer holding a prominent 
position at a great university, he is entirely 
ignorant of Tycho’s brilliant star of 1572, 
Kepler’s luminary of 1604, and the many 
novae that have been observed in recent 
years? If he had given the matter thought 
he would have concluded, as have others, 
that it was not only possible, but quite 
probable, that the Star of Bethlehem was a 
nova of similar character. 

In venturing to explain the star of all 
stars, that led to the King of heaven and 
Saviour of earth, it should not be inferred 
that there is any unwillingness to admit its 
supernatural character. For the star to have 
appeared at the particular time and in the 
particular place that it did, of necessity 
would require divine intervention. But there 
is every reason to believe in this case, that 
God used the natural rather than the super- 
natural means to accomplish His purpose, 
and that the star was not an uncommon 
phenomenon, but that it was rendered mir- 
aculous as well as spectacular by the time 
in which it appeared. 

First of all, it is well to observe that the

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star was first seen in the west, and not in 


the east. If it had first appeared in the 
east, the Wise Men necessarily would have 
come from Europe or Africa, or more di- 
rectly from the depths of the Mediterranean. 
When the passage is rendered “the star of 
the east” it is very simple. The star appeared 
to the people east of Bethlehem, but it was 
in reality in the western part of the sky. 
The translation would be less misleading if 
the text read, “The star which they saw 
while they were in the east.” 


What Kepler Discovered 


In December, 1603, Kepler noted a con- 
junction of Jupiter and Saturn joined in 
March by Mars. These three journeyed to- 
gether until October, when they were further 
distinguished as a mark of interest by the 
appearance of a brilliant new star which 
gradually faded, disappearing entirely in 
February, 1605. Kepler calculated that 
Jupiter and Saturn were similarly in con- 
junction during the year 6 B.C., in the con- 
stellation Pisces, Mars having again joined 
them the following year. Subsequent astron- 
omers have corrected Kepler’s data, with the 
result that we know positively that in 7 
B.C. there were three conjunctions of the 
two great major planets in May, September, 
and December, in the constellation Pisces. 

Hence, it is supposed that the Wise Men, 
who were students of the stars and also had 
a knowledge of prophecy had learned from 
the Jewish traditions of Babylon and Susa, 
that “there shall come a Star out of Jacob 
and a Sceptre shall rise out of Israel,” and 
that this constituted the redemptive hope of 
the peculiar people of captivity. The extraor- 
dinary conjunctions of the planets first at- 
tracted their attention and led to their 
observation of the heavens for some new 
star. The three remarkable contacts between 
Jupiter and Saturn with the addition of 
Mars to their field of vision, were sufficient 
phenomena to arouse their anticipations and 
stimulate their vigilance for the resplendent 
revelation of a luminary of royal radiance. 
In this they were not to be disappointed. 


Some Famous Novae 


The famous conjunctions of Jupiter, Sat- 
urn, and Mars in 1603 were followed by the 
flashing out of a brilliant new star in the 
constellation Ophiuchus. According to Kep- 
ler, this magnificent orb for two weeks ri- 


valed the light of Venus 
and could be seen in the 
day time. It remained 
visible for nearly a year 
and a half. 

On February 21, 1901, 
a magnificent temporary 
star—the most brilliant 
since Kepler’s—flashed 
out in the constellation 
Perseus. It was so out- 
standing as to be de- 
tected by a number of 
independent observers. 

On the evening of 
June 8, 1918, the most brilliant novae of 
modern times blazed out in the constella- 
tion Aquila, and was discovered independ- 
ently by a number of observers in Europe 
and America. 

Exhaustive examination of Nova Auriga 
(1892) and Nova Persei (1901) revolution- 
ized many astronomical theories and opened 
up new fields of observation. 

It is now confidently believed that these 
brilliant orbs that have flashed out from time 
to time are the result of an awful collision, 
or near approach, of two suns too remote 
to be visible except by the conflagration 
resulting from their terrific impact. 


A Cataclysm Centuries Ago 


Perhaps the most astonishing fact that has 
been ascertained is that these cataclysms in 
the heavens are so exceeding remote that 
even though the news of the catastrophe has 
been borne on the fleet wings of light—one 
hundred and eighty-six thousand miles a 
second—nevertheless, it has taken centuries 
to make the journey. It is not at all impos- 
sible that such a dazzling display of stellar 
fireworks was staged fourteen hundred years 
earlier when the prophet declared “there 
shall come a Star out of Jacob and a Sceptre 
shall rise out of Israel,” and that interval of 
time was required for the news of the dis- 
tant spectacle to reach the earth. Nor is it 
unreasonable for us to say that the heavens 
were again set for another brilliant demon- 
stration on the night that the King of kings 
was born in Bethlehem, and that the intelli- 
gence of that far, far away illumination did 
not burst upon the earth until the appear- 
ance of Kepler’s unrivaled star fifteen hun- 
dred years later. 


What the Chinese Records Reveal 


While western historians are silent regard- 
ing the appearance of a new star about the 
time of Christ, that does not disprove it. 
Archeological research may yet reveal a writ- 
ten witness of this heavenly vista. In the 
annals of the Chinese empire there is his- 
torical evidence of the bursting forth of such 
a luminary in the western sky. In fact in 
the records of this venerable nation there is 
not only the official declaration of the ap- 
pearance of this extraordinary star, but also 
the additional information that it marked 
the birth of a great saint who introduced 
his religion into the world. 


Moody Bible Institute Monthly 
Dr. P. W. Philpott of Toronto at Founder’s Week Conference. 
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It is not improbable, then, that the en- 
trance of the King of glory upon earthly 
scenes was Manifested by a mighty cataclysm 
in the heavens, timed to reach the earth the 
hour He was born. As the Chinese annals 
state that this brilliant orb appeared in the 
southwest, it is not unlikely that the Wise 
Men who had been preparing themselves 
for this event, immediately set off in this 
direction. The logical home of the Magi, 
as their name indicates, was in Media, and 
those who are familiar with the topography 
of western Asia will understand how the 
western traveler is diverted by the great 
Arabian desert to the north in the direction 
of Nineveh. 


Why the Magi Lost the Star 


Thus as the Magi moved up the Euphra- 
tes valley they must have been conscious 
that in making this great detour they were 
moving away from the direction of Jerusa- 
lem, the place in the southwest to which the 
star plainly pointed. But they must have 
also been aware of a more serious circum- 
stance. Their guiding star was deserting the 
evening sky and disappearing into the glory 
of the setting sun. The apparent eastward 
motion of the sun among the constellations 
is so rapid that a star appearing directly 
overhead at sunset in three months will have 
passed into the realm of the ruler of the day. 


Now this is probably just what happened. 
Coming from Media, the Magi moving at 
the rate of twenty miles a day, would have 
been able to reach the upper courses of the 
Euphrates before being bereft of their noc- 
turnal guide. But here their undoubted ac- 
quaintance with Jewish prophecy came to 
their assistance and conducted their course 
southward toward Jerusalem, the point 
plainly designated by their celestial conduc- 
tor in the early part of their journey. 

From the Euphrates it would take nearly 
a month to reach the Jewish capital, and it 
is not surprising after this long period of 
darkness, that they should seek light from 
the authorities of that city. Moreover, it is 
evident from the entire conversation that 
took place in Jerusalem that these oriental 
scientists had lost their heavenly beacon, 
and were now dependent upon the direction 
of human agencies. 

Indeed, it ought not to have been a diffi- 
cult matter from the prophetic information 
provided by the chief priest and scribes to 
locate definitely the newborn babe in the 
small village six miles distant. They were 
not able to point out the new star to Herod, 
but in answer to his urgent inquiries, related 
the remarkable conjunctions of the planets as 
well as the appearance of a hitherto un- 
known star in the heavens. As the phenom- 
enon of the planets, at least, had taken place 
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nearly two years earlier, we can understand 
why Herod took precaution to have all the 
babes “from two years and under” included 
in the Bethlehem massacre. 


How Explain the Star’s Reappearance 


But how can the reappearance of the 
luminary be explained and especially that 
very difficult passage, “The star . . . went 
before them, till it came and stood over 
where the young child was’? 

There are two possible explanations. One 
is that the star the Wise Men saw when they 
left Jerusalem was a second nova, which ap- 
peared not in the southwest but almost 
directly overhead (Nova Aquila was fol- 
lowed by another nova two years later). But 
it is also possible that the beacon that 
cheered the hearts of the Magi after they 
left Jerusalem was the identical star that 
had been their inspiration and instructor from 
the beginning. These oriental astronomers 
did not designate it as a pillar of fire, but 
because it undoubtedly partook of the ap- 
pearance and behavior of the most massive 
and majestic objects of God’s creation, they 
recognized and recorded it as a star. 

We should bear in mind that during the 
month that the Magi were moving south to 
Jerusalem their lost luminary was passing 
into the morning sky. By the time they left

The Meaning of Emmanuel

Behold a virgin shall be with child, and shall bring forth a son, and they shall 
. call his name Emmanuel, which being interpreted is, God with us.—Matthew 1:23. 


S we all celebrate another Christmas 
season it is well for us to ask, 
“How did it come to be?” “What 
is the meaning of it all?” “What 
is its purpose?” 

The human tendency always is to forget 
origins. And now that Christmas has grown 
to be such a great festival, almost universally 
observed, and of vast commercial signifi- 
cance, there is still greater danger of our 
forgetting the real meaning of it and there- 
by eventually losing its sweetness and holy 
purpose. 

But in the name Emmanuel, we have 
clearly stated, and yet so simply, the vast 
and stupendous issues involved in the birth 
of the little Child in the manger at Bethle- 
hem. Surely the birth of another child, the 
birth of a mere ordinary man, great though 
he might prove to be, could never have 
wrought such a change in the ordinary rou- 
tine life of this and many other nations, a 
change so great that for weeks millions of 
people turn their thoughts away from self 
and think of others. 

What is there in the birth of this Child 
that is able to work such mighty changes in 
the affairs of men and after the lapse of two 
thousand years? What is it that takes the 
gray days of winter and turns them, with 
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all their burden of sorrows, into the happiest 
days that we ever know? What is it that 
breaks the ever cumulative monotony of our 
treadmill existence and makes us children 
again, and fills every home with laughter 
and gaiety? What is it that causes to break 
forth from every lordly fane and rustic 
church and home and school, and to sound 
out on frosty air from steeple to steeple, 
those age-old hymns and spiritual songs that 
we never tire to sing? “We hear within the 
solemn sound, of her unending song.” 


This No Ordinary Babe 


It must be more than the birth of another 
little babe, beautiful as that may be. And 
indeed it is! It is the birth of God Himself 
in human form. It is the stooping of the 
Divine and the Almighty to make Himself 
plain and known to our finiteness. No won- 
der such an amazing event, such a world- 
shaking fact, changes our order of life and 
brings new hope where hope seemed dead. 

And this great fact is made known to us 
by the name Emmanuel, which simply 
means, “God with us,” that God has come 
and dwelt among men. Still of all the names 
of Jesus, this is perhaps the one we use the 
least. Emmanuel, God with us. Can it be 
that the loss of this great name from our 


vocabulary means the loss of the chief mean- 
ing of Christmas? We trust not. 

Just think what there is in a name! And 
to the ancient Hebrew there was far more 
than there is to us today. They did not 
give a name lightly. It stood for the char- 
acter and the purpose of a man. But this 
name was a divine gift. It was imposed 
upon the Child at His birth, and was in- 
tended to convey to men the meaning of 
His mission here upon earth. Did later 
events in His earthly life, in His never-end- 
ing sway over the hearts of men, prove that 
the name was ill-advised or attained under 
false pretentions? They did not. But rather 
by His mighty works, His wonderful words, 
the way He died, the way He rose again 
and conquered death, the way He rules the 
world, all these prove that “He was to the 
manner born”—that He rightfully bore the 
name Emmanuel, “which being interpreted 
is, God with us.” Let us consider its mean- 
ing and contemplate its rich significance. 


The Need for a Deliverer 


1. The meaning of Emmanuel is an an- 
swer to human need. 

How great was that need! The world 
had grown old with its burden of sin. This 
is no mere theological dogma. Any open- 
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minded reader of secular history knows that 
if ever a deliverer from human misery were 
needed, it was at that very time when Em- 
manuel came. The nations that had boasted 
of the culture of ancient civilization had be- 
come corrupt and were rotten from the top 
down. The flower of these races and the 
chief ethical teachers of the day were the 
greatest cynics and did not deny their addic- 
tion to the bestia! sins of the age. 

This is one of the reasons why the birth 
of the Christ Child was said to take place, 
“when the fullness of time had come.” Man 
had reached the low depths of depravity 
and helplessness, where it was patent to all 
that he was incapable of entering into fel- 
lowship with, of even knowing, of being able 
to see or understand, such a Being as the 
pure and holy God, a God without bodily 
form, whe is a Spirit and must be wor- 
shiped in spirit and in truth. This was the 
reason why Jesus later said, “O righteous 
Father, the world hath not known thee; but 
I have known thee, and these have known 
that thou hast sent me” (John 17:25). 

And so Emmanuel means that God took 
pity on our inability and came and dwelt 
among us, so that we might feel and know 
that He was near us and was one of us. All 
earnest men have a longing to see God. 
Moses expressed this longing and was 
granted a partial vision. Philip made the 
same request when he said to Jesus, “Lord, 
show us the Father, and it sufficeth us.’ But 
Jesus answered him and said, “Have I been 
so long time with you, and yet hast thou not 
known me, Philip? He that hath seen me 
hath seen the Father; and how sayest thou 
then, Show us the Father?” (John 14:8, 9). 


The Halo about Christmas 


What a halo indeed it casts about the 
Christmas story when we realize that the 
far off and blessed event marked God’s con- 
descension to our need and our weakness. 
We had become totally benumbed by the 
chill atmosphere of a world of sin; and blind 
to all that was good by the long years of 
separation. As soon as Emmanuel came and 
God was with us, near at hand, a new 
warmth entered the world bringing kindness 
and tenderness and love, and a new light 
dawned, “the light that never was on land 
or sea.” What a wonderful way to help us, 
when we could not help ourselves, for God 
to come down to this sin-stricken and sor- 
rowing world and become one of us. The 
Word was made flesh and dwelt among us. 
As the hymn puts it, “Thou didst leave Thy 
throne, and Thy kingly crown!” 

This is one of the meanings of the Christ 
Child’s name, Emmanuel; it is the divine 
answer to human need. 

2. Emmanuel also contains the explana- 
tion of the divine mystery whereby this 
human need was met. 

Emmanuel—God with us. Here we have 
the linking of God and man in one being, 
Jesus Christ. How was this human need, 
of which we have just been speaking, going 
to be met? Ah, that was the great mystery 
that no one could understand. But God 
found a way in the sending of His Son. 
But how was He to be known and seen and 
touched by men? How was He to meet the 
need that was so clamant? Only as He had 
more power than we. Only as He could be 
bone of our bone and flesh of our flesh. 
Only as the being who should come, could 
be both God and man. 
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And how could such a being come except 
He be born of both God and man? If He 
was to be the Son of God, God must be 
His Father. And so He was. And if the 
Child was to be the Son of man, then His 
mother must be a woman, a virgin. And 
so she was. He was conceived of the Holy 
Ghost and born of the Virgin Mary. And 
here we have all this expressed in the name 
Emmanuel. God is at one end of the word, 
and we, that is humanity, at the other. How 
else could this great plan to meet our human 
need have been brought about? Apparently 
there was no other way, and so the Scrip- 
ture says, “A virgin shall be with child, and 
shall bring forth a son, and they shall call 
his name Emmanuel, which being interpreted 
is. God with us.” How wonderful it all is. 
And so it appeared to the apostle Paul when 
he wrote to Timothy, “And without contro- 
versy great is the mystery of godliness: God 
was manifest in the flesh” (I Tim. 3:16). 
The outstanding fact in the whole mystery 
of God’s redemptive plan was that, first 
of all, God had appeared here upon earth 
in the flesh, that is, in human form. 


Not to Be Associated with Mythology 


Who would ever have believed that such 
a thing could have been possible? Do not 
let the grandeur and wonder of this fact 
and this mystery be lessened by the false 
assertions that the coarse and sensual rela- 
tions of pagan gods with women upon earth, 
as related in ancient mythologies, antedated 
and foreshadowed the blessed accounts of 
the virgin birth in Isaiah, Matthew, and 
Luke. For one thing, these stories are not 
true. There is no authentic evidence to 
credit them. Future events did not substan- 
tiate them. And for another thing, if true, 
they are not to be mentioned in the same 
breath with this pure and holy event as 
related in the Word of God. Jesus was the 
real and only Emmanuel, the real and only 
person who ever lived and walked this earth, 
as a man among men, and of whom it could 
be truthfully said of His presence, “God is 
with us.” 

Is it any wonder then that Christmas is 
the most joyful of all occasions, the season 
when this great event took place in time, 
this union of God and man, this coming of 
God to our earth to live and walk among 
us? 

3. Emmanuel still further expresses the 
end that was accomplished. 

Emmanuel—God with us. Yes, but what 


did God come here to do? Why was Jesus 
born and why did He grow up and live here 
upon earth? Just to glorify childhood? Just 
to create a beautiful sentiment that annually 
should enthrall a rough and cruel world? 
Did He come here just to explore this por- 
tion of His universe, or even to set us a 
good example of how heavenly beings ought 
to live? Or, as some would say, He came 
to teach us, and hence became the world’s 
greatest Prophet? 


His Purpose Was to Die 

His own Word tells us why He came and 
what the great end of His earthly mission 
was. “But when the fulness of time was 
come, God sent forth his Son, made of a 
woman, made under the law, to redeem them 
that were under the law, that we might re- 
ceive the adoption of sons” (Gal. 4:4). In 
another place He says, “The Son of man 
came not to be ministered unto, but to min- 
ister, and to give his life a ransom for many” 
(Matt. 20:28). 

In other words, Jesus came into this world 
to die. That was the great end of His mis- 
sion. What would it have profited for a 
mere ordinary man to die? Only a being 
of infinite worth could die and by His death 
“destroy him that had the power of death, 
that is, the devil; and deliver them who 
through fear of death were all their lifetime 
subject to bondage” (Heb. 2:14, 15). Only 
a God-man could accomplish such an end. 
And this end we know by experience Jesus 
did accomplish. Hence His name, Em- 
manuel. It is indeed, God with us. For no 
one but a divine Redeemer could have 
wrought such results as the Christian gospel 
has wrought wherever it has been proclaimed 
and received. Truly indeed, God was in 
Christ reconciling the world to Himself. 

No wonder the angels sang on that holy 
night, “Glory to God in the highest, and on 
earth peace, good will toward men” (Luke 
2:14). The angels knew what a sad and 
hopeless world this was. They also foresaw 
the glorious consequences of this event when 
Christ was born and the star stood over the 
stable in Bethlehem. No wonder that the 
heavens rang! 

And so will our hearts respond in glad 
acclaim as we too realize the mighty portent 
of the Saviour’s birth. Nothing will so en- 
large our vision of this vast plan of God 
for the redemption of men and the restitu- 
tion of this depleted earth, as the contem- 
plation of this great name, Emmanuel, God 
with us. —S=—

LACE those passages in contrast, 

ind they reveal a wide difference 

in spirit, but they reveal the same 

great ambition springing from the 
opposite poles of the spiritual world. There 
was a universal difference in motive and 
method, but each contained the same 
daring ideal of universal sway over men. 
Over there in Rome the dream of world 
power was floating in the mind of Caesar; 
over yonder in Bethlehem, the vision of a 
world empire was embedded in the brain of 
an unconscious child. It was the beginning 
of a struggle for the mastery of the race. 
In those two figures—the Caesar and the 
Christ—there were the potential rulers of 
mankind. The one was the incarnation of 
force; the other the incarnation of faith. The 
weapon of the one was the sword; the weap- 
on of the other was love. It was the carnal 
against the spiritual, and with breathless in- 
terest the ages watched what the end would 
be. Let us glance for a moment at these 


Two Aspirants for World Power 


On one hand Caesar, surrounded by count- 
less legions, with unbending laws, a relentless 
organization with ruthless power. Wherever 
he would go the garments of the nation 
would be rolled in blood. The only crown 
he desired to wear was a helmet; the only 
scepter, a sword within his hand. Through 
all ages the symbols of his power would be 
the reeking spear, and the roaring cannon; 
the pillaged cities and wasted land; the 
slaughtered children and outraged women; 
the laws that crush the liberties out of the 
heart of the free, and the taxes that drain 
the very blood out of the veins of the poor. 

Over against that personage there moved 
another, to dispute his sway. At Bethlehem, 
God crossed the border line into the terri- 
tory of human life. He mobilized all the 
forces of the spiritual world in Christ. The 
incarnation of Jesus was the invasion of 
humanity, and the declaration of war. There 
was no blast of trumpet, no clash of sword, 
or waving of banner. No sound was heard 
save the crooning of a mother, as she sang 
her lullaby to the Infant at her breast. He 
wore no royal purple; His robes were the 
simple garments of the peasant. The only 
crown upon His head was a crown of thorns; 
the only scepter, a nail print in His hand. 
The symbols of His power were love, peace, 
gentleness, meekness, sacrifice, and faith. He 
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was “anointed to preach the gospel to the 
poor.” He was sent to bind up the broken- 
hearted, to proclaim liberty to the captive, 
and the opening of the prison to them that 
are bound; to proclaim the acceptable year 
of the Lord (Isa. 61:1, 2). 

There they stand, the one against the 
other. It was the hand of a Child against 
the mailed hand of a warrior. It may have 
looked like a hopeless task for the Child; 
but we shall see! The pink and dimpled 
hand of the Baby looked helpless on His 
mother’s breast, but that was the hand that 
threw down the gauntlet to Caesar, and 
challenged the march of brute force across 
the fields of time. 


The Dream of the Centuries 


It is interesting to see how at intervals 
through the centuries of the past the idea 
of world power has asserted itself. Long 
before the Christian era, it made its ap- 
pearance in Egypt, Babylon, Persia and 
Greece. During the past 1,900 years in 
Europe, again and again in the brain of a 
single individual or nation, that dream has 
crystallized to gain the mastery of Europe, 
and through Europe the mastery of the 
world. 

Europe had its birth in the days of Julius 
Caesar. The Roman eagles winged their 
way over the many lands, and back from 
their borders came the laconic message of 
Caesar, “I came, I saw, I conquered.” The 
Roman Empire was the greatest national en- 
tity that ever appeared in Europe, but it 
was doomed to go down. Mohammed next 
vainly strove to fly the Crescent over the 
capitals of Asia, Africa and Eyrope. In the 
eighth century this world idea fired the mind 
of Charlemagne, but his mighty empire fell. 
In the eleventh century the idea seized the 
Norman brain, and although they conquered 
England and most of France and Germany, 
and part of Italy, they could not hold their 
conquests. William the Conquerer became 
the founder of our royal English line. It 
was the Popes who next took up the dream, 
and in the twelfth century, Innocent III al- 
most gained political control of Europe. It 
was Spain’s turn next, and in the sixteenth 
century she launched her thunderbolt against 
her greatest rival, England. The hand of 
Providence lifted against her, and the Span- 
ish Armada was shattered on the storm- 
swept coasts of Britain. Louis XIV of France, 


*“The Grand Monarch,” in the seventeenth 


century took up the dream. It was he who 
said, ‘‘The State! I am the State!” But 
that very state crumbled beneath the wicked- 
ness of his cultured but corrupt court. One 
hundred and fifty years ago there sprang 
into the arena of Europe the dazzling genius 
of Napoleon. The world idea was in his 
brain. At the close of his Italian campaign, 
being but twenty-eight years of age, the 
greatest warrior in history, speaking of his 
victories, he said: “At that time I saw what 
I might become. I already saw the world 
beneath my feet, as if I were being carried 
through the air.” But the star of Napoleon 
set, and his restless and ambitious spirit 
chafed itself away on the lonely rock of St. 
Helena. 
A Modern Caesar 


In our day the dream of world power 
mounted the brain of one man and one 
nation. A few years prior to the World 
War, at a national anniversary, the Kaiser 
said: “Henceforth nothing can be settled 
without the intervention of Germany and 
the German emperor.” A German historian 
observed that “true history will begin from 
the time that the Germans, with a high hand, 
seize the inheritance of antiquity.” The strug- 
gle that ensued is told in the sacrifice of 
millions of lives, who were the flower of 
the race, and the devastation of the world’s 
wealth. Germany went down in the gloom 
of defeat. The dream of world power was 
not realized. 

Let me fling up this great truth, this as- 
sertion. There is not, and never will be, 
any single individual except One who has the 
right, or qualification to aspire to world 
power! And there is not, and never has 
been, and never will be, any nation, society 
or people in the world except One, that has 
the right or resources to carry such claims 
to a glorious and successful issue. You ask 
who that individual is, and I answer in the 
words of the Scripture, “Wherefore God also 
hath highly exalted him, and given him a 
name which is above every name: that at 
the name of Jesus every knee should bow, 
of things in heaven, and things in earth, and 
things under the earth; and that every 
tongue should confess that Jesus Christ is 
Lord, to the glory of God the Father” (Phil. 
2:10, 11). You ask who that people may 
be? I answer again in scriptural language: 
“But ye are a chosen generation, a royal 
priesthood, an holy nation, a peculiar peo- 
ple; that ye should show forth the praises 
of him who hath called you out of darkness 
into his marvelous light” (I Pet. 2:9). 


Why Christ Must Rule 


Jesus alone is qualified fer world power, 
because He alone can make the supreme 
spiritual sacrifice and conquest for men. No 
man is conquered until the deepest thing in

Predictions relative to the offices of the

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“Wist Ye Not...? They 
Understood Not’’ 


(Luke 2:49, 50)

HE incident of Jesus in the temple 
is one of but very few throwing 
light on the family life of Jesus. 
“Even his brethren did not believe 
on him” indicates a lack of harmony in that 
home in Nazareth. His words to His mother 
at the marriage in Cana sound harsh, “Wom- 
an, what have I to do with thee?” unless 
associated with the thought of His divine 
mission. 
The Child That Was Misunderstood 

As the story of the twelve-year-old boy 
Jesus in the temple is the only event recorded 
in the Gospels concerning His life from 
infancy to His thirtieth year, it should have 
a peculiar significance for the follower of 
the Lord Jesus, and the lessons to be drawn 
from it should arrest our attention at once. 
Even at that early age it is quite apparent 
He was preparing for His life work, ending 
with, “It is finished,” on the cross. Prepara- 
tion was the keynote sounded in the only 
recorded words of Jesus previous to the 
thirtieth year of His life: “Wist ye not that 
I must be about my Father’s business?” 

Mary and Joseph had been searching for 
the boy Jesus for three days. No doubt 
their anxiety was increasing with the pass- 
ing of the hours, and only parents can under- 
stand why Mary should exclaim when at 
last He was found in the temple, “My child, 
why have you behaved thus to us? Your 
father and I have been searching for you 
in anguish” (Weymouth translation). The 
reply of Jesus seems to breathe a little re- 
proach as well as sorrow, and the short col- 
loquy brings the inspired writer’s comment, 
“They understood not.” Why did Mary 
consider it necessary to spend so much time 
searching for her missing boy in Jerusalem? 
Should not her first thought have been, “We 
shall surely find Him in the temple,” His 
Father’s house, instead of looking every- 
where else first ? 

Now if anyone should know a twelve- 
year-old boy it surely is his own mother, yet 
Mary apparently failed to comprehend the 
significance of Jesus’ reply. Some allowance 
might be made for the foster father, Joseph, 
but it seems passing strange when His mother 
failed to understand what had been specially 
and clearly and so frequently revealed to 
her—the divine mission of her divinely- 
prophesied son. 

Was Mary, the highest example of moth- 
erhood who ever lived, without excuse in 
this apparent failure to understand? Let 
us look at the record. 


Early Revelations to Mary 

In Luke 1:26 we find that Gabriel was 
sent from God to this earth on a special 
mission to a special person: 

“Fear not, Mary ... thou shalt conceive 
.... and bring forth a son, and shalt call 
his name JESUS. He shall be great, and 
shall be called the Son of the Highest: and 
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the Lord God shall give unto him the throne 
of his father David.” 

Here the second advent of the coming 
Messiah as well as the first coming was an- 
nounced to Mary. This supernatural an- 
nouncement must surely have made an in- 
effaceable impression on one who was to 
become the mother of the Lord. 

Shortly after, Mary visited Elizabeth, who 
greeted her with words reminding her of 
the visit of Gabriel: “And whence is this 
to me, that the mother of my Lord should 
come to me?” She apparently understood 
the significance of the words in her reply: 
“From henceforth all generations shall call 
me blessed.” 

Next comes the record, by another evan- 
gelist (Matt. 1:21), of another supernatural 
revelation. The angel of the Lord appeared 
to Joseph saying, “Fear not to take unto 
thee Mary thy wife,” followed by the an- 
nouncement of the outstanding biological 
miracle of all time, “That which is con- 
ceived in her is of the Holy Ghost. And 
she shall bring forth a son, and thou shalt 
call his name JESUS, for he shall save his 
people from their sins.” The communica- 
tion of this message from the skies must 
have brought to the mind of Mary, as well 
as Joseph, Isaiah’s prophecy (Isa. 7:14). 

No doubt Mary was a student of the 
scroll of the prophets, and when Joseph and 
Mary went to Bethlehem “to be taxed” 
following the decree of Caesar Augustus, she 
must have had a further reminder of her 
mission, indicated in the prophetic scrip- 
tures (Mic. 5:2), “But thou Bethlehem 
Ephratah . . . out of thee shall he come 
forth unto me that is to be ruler in Israel.” 


Revelations after Christ’s Birth 

Again Mary received indirectly another 
supernatural revelation when the shepherds 
received that wonderful message, on that 
first Christmas morning, of “good tidings 
of great joy ... for unto you is born this 
day in the city of David a Saviour which is 
Christ the Lord.” Surely the actual ful- 
fillment of Micah’s prophecy and Gabriel’s 
announcement would leave no room now 
for doubt in Mary’s mind that the promised 
Saviour had come. 

When Mary and Joseph brought the in- 
fant Jesus to “present him to the Lord,” the 
just and devout Simeon came by the Spirit 
into the temple and at once recognized by 
the eye of faith the promised Messiah. He 
at once furnished to Mary another proof 
of the fact that she was the mother of the 
long-expected One when he exclaimed, “Lord, 
now lettest thou thy servant depart in 
peace, .... for mine eyes have seen thy 
salvation.” 

Still another confirmation follows on the 
heels of Simeon’s testimony when the aged 
prophetess Anna “spake of him to all them 
that looked for redemption in Jerusalem.” 

Following these revelations to Mary, a 


special oriental train bearing “wise men 
from the east” arrived at the house of Mary 
and Joseph. Gabriel had announced a 
King, and now the Wise Men bring the 
gifts becoming royalty—gold, frankincense, 
and myrrh—and also, what pertained to God 
only, worship. No wonder Herod trembled 
on his throne when he heard, “Where is he 
that is born King of the Jews?” In the 
hasty flight into Egypt with its attendant 
dangers for mother and child, and during 
the many months before the return home, 
Mary must have been often and indelibly 
impressed with the fact that this her son 
was no less than the Son of God. 

And then each year for twelve years when 
Joseph and Mary went up to. Jerusalem to 
celebrate the great feast of the Passover, 
Mary had a reminder of the fact that this 
same Jesus was to be the great Passover, the 
Lamb slain from the foundation of the 
world, the Lamb whom the Father had pro- 
vided in the great business of bringing sal- 
vation for every son and daughter of Adam. 
It would seem that after all the revelations, 
mostly supernatural, Mary would compre- 
hend the mission of Him whom she had had 
the honor of bearing. Yet when Jesus re- 
plied to Mary’s question with, “Did you not 
know I must be about my Father’s busi- 
ness ?”? she understood not. We wonder and 
may well ask, Why? 

Was this wonderful mother so constantly 
careful about her boy’s physical condition 
and needs—His food, clothing, and recrea- 
tion—that the more important “Father’s 
business” was accorded secondary considera- 
tion? Did her concern about Jesus’ com- 
panions and mind culture occupy her at- 
tention more than the work which the boy 
Jesus recognized as His Father’s? We won- 
der if Mary did not lay too much emphasis 
on these necessary things, and not sufficient 
on the great mission concerning her son 
which had been revealed to her so frequent- 
ly? Whatever the reason, the inspired writ- 
er has but one short comment, “They under- 
stood not.” 


Putting First Things First 

Perhaps we may find a needed lesson in 
this incident for ourselves. We may have 
failed to acquire that indispensable habit 
of recognizing relative values when facing 
life’s problems, and have been attaching too 
much importance to the relatively less im- 
portant. Our Father’s business is the one 
important business transcending all others 
for us as His sons and daughters, and, as 
with the boy Jesus, it should be dominated 
by that same divine imperative—“I must.” 

Perhaps we have received intimations im- 
planted by the Spirit, no less real than 
Mary’s, of God’s specific plans for us, re- 
peated perhaps at certain intervals, but later 
almost forgotten. We have chosen some 
good work of some other nature than the

ANY and varied are the names 
given to our Lord Jesus Christ 
in the sacred record. Each name 
depicts some sublime signifi- 

cance relative to His person and work. Some 
of them portray His character, while others 
give us a deep insight into His person. In 
the Gospel of John, He is called the Word, 
or the Eternal Logos, revealing to us that 
He is the clear unveiling of the Father’s 
person, the exact expression of the Father’s 
will, and the direct communication of the 
Father’s purposes. The apostle Paul, in the 
second chapter of Colossians, tells us that 
Christ is the Head of the Church. Here we 
have unfolded the office and position of 
Christ in the Church. In regard to the 
Head, it reveals to us the crown of His sov- 
ereignty wherein lies the brain which con- 
ceives, the mind which conveys, and the will 
which rules and directs all things that con- 
cern the Church. In the text which we 
have before us, another name is given to our 
Lord and Saviour, and this one, I believe, 
gives us a deep insight into His very person. 
“His name shall be called Wonderful” (Isa. 
0:6), or a person who presents a sphere full 
of wonders. I 


Wonderful in His Person 


If there was ever a realm that presented 
wonders to explore, it is the realm of the 
person of the Lord Jesus Christ. We must 
stand in awe at the wonders that are resi- 
dent in His most adorable person. Man, in 
all the delicacies of His body, the mysteries 
of his constitution, and the ingenuity of 
his system, gives occasion for the scientists 
to wonder; but when we come to the per- 
son of Christ, we have a wonder of wonders, 
unsurpassed and unexcelled in Him. 

He is the God of eternity past. Eternity 
was His abode, glory His robes, and sov- 
ereignty His throne. Ere the pendulum of 
time swung to and fro and the sand-glass 
began its course, or the flutter of the wings 
of the cherubs broke the silence of eternity, 
He was the eternal, self-existent One, the 
living Spring of all life, the Source of all 
the created world that was brought forth 
at His behest. 

But the sublime wonders begin to deepen 
as the hands of time are set in motion, and 
the incomprehensible emerges a little into 
the range of human perception. We find 
that in the fullness of time, new wonders 
in this adorable person were found to be 
fathomed. Before that, we just knew of One 
who was in the bosom of the Father from 
eternity, whose canopy was light, and whose 
residence was holiness. But now we see 
more than that. We see Him who was in 
the bosom of the Father finding a cradle 
in the manger of Bethlehem. We see eter- 
nity being brought into time, for He who 
dwelt in the eternal past, came to dwell in 
man’s little day. We see God—the Son of 
God; yet more, we see man—the Son of 
man. For “the Word was made flesh and 
dwelt among us.” 
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We are caused to gaze upon the illimitable, 
yet we also view the limitation, for Christ 
became subject to human limitation in the 
flesh of humiliation. We look upon glory, 
yet our eyes are also turned upon shame, 
for the Lord of glory was covered with 
shame. We gaze upon the Lord of life, yet 
we see wounds that speak of death. We see 
a crown, but over that crown appears the 
shadow of a cross. Do we not notice the sub- 
lime truth brought out to us even in the be- 
ginning of our text? Notice, we have the 
grand acclamation, “Unto you a child is 
born.” There we have the perfect humanity 
of the One who is to be born. Did not this 
acclamation find its re-echo in the words of 
the angels, “Unto you is born this day 
in the city of David a Saviour....the babe 
wrapped in swaddling clothes, lying in a 
manger.” He was a child and had perfect 
humanity. But there is something else be- 
sides a grand acclamation—we have a glori- 
ous revelation, “Unto you a Son is given”; 
Here we have His deity. He was the eternal 
Son of God before He became the Son of 
man. 

What wonders we behold! We wonder at 
God; we wonder at man; but wonder of 
wonders is in the God-Man. 

We could go on into the realms of won- 
der. We could see a child who, to His 
supposed parents, yielded perfect submis- 
sion, yet we could also view a Son who 
unquestionably gave unerring obedience to 
His Father’s will. We could think of that 
heart of love, of which every beat told of 
unmeasured and unfathomed love for the 
sons of men. We could meditate upon 
those hands which rendered untiring ef- 
forts for the soul of mankind till event- 
ually they were nailed to the cross. We 
could recall those feet which never swerved 
aside, but walked unfalteringly to the path- 
way that led to the cross. We could con- 
sider those eyes which were always filled 
with compassion for the sinning children 
of men. We could think of that mouth 
which knew no guile but longed to say to 
everyone, “Thy sins be forgiven thee.”

Wonderful in His Salvation 

The wonders of Christ do not stop at 
His own person, but they radiate out from 
Him and find their reflection in a work 
which He set His hands upon to accom- 
plish. The outcome of a wonderful Saviour 
must be a wonderful salvation. 

The wonders of this salvation are seen 
from the fact that from the very beginning 
of it, even unto its consummation, it is a 
work of God. There appears no human 
element in it at all. God proposed to save 
man and therefore disposes the thought of 
human merit or demerit. God covenanted 
to save man irrespective of what he was or 
what he had, even though it meant the 
untold agony of the sufferings of His Son 
on the cross of Calvary. Man was the 
debtor and had nothing to pay, but 


“Jesus paid it all, 
All to Him we owe, 

Sin had left a crimson stain, 
He washed it white as snow.” 

The wonder of this salvation is also seen 
by the motive that prompted the salvation. 
Some tasks are prompted by the sense of 
duty, others by the thought of expediency, 
and others because of the necessity of it. 
The salvation that God has wrought for 
us was not prompted by the thought of 
duty, because God did not owe man any- 
thing, nor was it of necessity, because God 
was not obligated to man in any way, but 
it was actuated by the very impulses of 
love. Love moved the hand of God to 
provide for man something which he could 
not provide for himself. It was the great 
heart of love which pulsated in the bosom 
of the Father that caused Him to send His 
Son. It was love in the heart of the Son 
that caused Him to respond to the Father’s 
will and need of humanity, so that He 
came and gave Himself for us. The whole 
plan of redemption from its origin even to 
its consummation is permeated by love. It 
was because God so loved—that He gave. 
It was because the Son so loved—that He 
came and laid down His iife. 

This salvation further glistens with lustre 
and wonder when we realize the scope of 
this wonderful salvation which was woven 
by the wonderful Saviour from such a won- 
derful price. The scope of it bridges the 
stream of time, sounds the depth of human 
wretchedness, and soars to the height of 
divine perfection. There is not one soul 
who has seen the light of day since the 
new-born light caused its rays to focus 
upon the new creation until the sunset 
closes life’s little day, but what there has 
been salvation provided for it in the 
blood of Calvary’s Lamb. It can reach 
every child of Adam, no matter how low 
in sin he has fallen, and it can emancipate 
anyone who is bound in his own self- 
righteousness. There is sufficient provision 
in the atoning work of Christ for everyone; 

“Two wonders I confess, 

The wonders of His wondrous love 
And mine own worthlessness.” 

We also find new wonders in this salva- 
tion brought out to us by the simplicity 
by which it is obtained. Faith is the sole 
requisite, the sufficiency is only made ef- 
fective by faith in the sufficiency of Christ. 
It is not obtained by works, nor procured 
in any other way, but we are made re- 
cipients of this wonderful salvation by sim- 
ply believing on the Son of God. 

What a wonderful salvation, woven by 
the hand of Him who is called “Wonder- 
ful,” with each thread presenting some new 
wonder in His work, but the greatest of 
all wonders of this salvation is its consum- 
mation—that of glory! At which time the 
Lord shall take those who have been de- 
faced by sin, marred by iniquity, distorted 
by transgressions by the fall, and bring 
them unto glory, transformed like unto His 
glorious Son. 
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THE POWER AND WISDOM OF GOD 


T THE beginning of the Christian era 
the critics of Rome had their phil- 
osophical circles of Epicureans, 
Stoics, and Skeptics, to mention 

only the most influential groups. The best 
thought was alienated from heathenism. 
Christianity’s nearest competitor was Stoi- 
cism. The ideals of the latter were similar 
in that each sought virtue for the individual 
and a high moral tone for society. Virtue 
may be defined as capacity and power 
equal to the production of a given effect, 
and that effect was conformity to stand- 
ards of right, or moral excellence. 

Although we think of the Stoic as an 
ancient philosopher to whom 
history has assigned a niche

Friend and Slave 

Consider these mutually exclusive terms, 
friend and slave. Etymologically they seem 
to be as far apart as the zenith is from the 
nadir, but in reality they are blood brothers.

Christo-centric, it seeks “the greater glory 
of God,” as St. Francis of Assisi puts it. 
Stoicism puts man under law as a principle;

in the temple of fame, yet the 
thing for which he stood is 
still among us, and this gives 
relevance to our study. The 
Stoic, through the predomi- 
nance of will over desire, 
sought conformity through a 
code of ethics to a rule of 
conduct; he set before him- 
self a program of moral rec- 
titude. The Christian sim- 
ply became absorbed with 
Christ. He intrusted his life 
to One who not only had 
the wisdom to chart for him 
a course of safe conduct, 
but also the power to imple- 
ment it. 

Two great cosmic forces 
illustrate the ‘application of 
the ideal to the individual. I 
refer to gravitation and levi- 
tation. The former stands 
for repression, for the pull of 
it is ever downward; the lat- 
ter for counteraction, for the 
lift of it is always upward. 
Before me lies an inert, help- 
less thing. It is a deflated 
balloon. Fill it with helium 2 
gas and immediately it feels 
the urge of the upper air. A 
new force has begun to oper- 
ate. In defiance of the law 
of gravitation it now soars 
upward. 


How do these energies ex- 
ert themselves in practice? 
In face of a stinging insult, 
the Stoic throttles his rising 
gorge by stern repression, 
but the Christian’s anger is 
counteracted by the Spirit’s 
fortitude. Thus, when Christ 
came into the heart of a 
baffled and broken Roman 
slave as a counteracting force, 
he who had known nothing 
better than to cringe, began 
to scale the heights of regen- 
erated manhood.

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Eternal Puntshment— 
A FUNDAMENTAL DOCTRINE

T IS generally conceded that the doc- 

trine of eternal punishment is an es- 

sential part of an orthodox creed, but 

its great importance and close relation 
to other fundamental doctrines may not be 
fully recognized by every one who believes 
in the doctrine. 


Its Place in the Bible 


One evidence of the importance of the 
doctrine of eternal punishment is the fact 
that it is mentioned almost at the beginning 
of the Bible. The penalty “thou shalt sure- 
ly die,” is attached to the breaking of the 
first command God gave to Adam, and the 
term “die” as here used, involves eternal 
punishment as its ultimate result, as other 
Scriptures show; such as, “The soul that 
sinneth it shall die’; “the wages of sin is 
death.” 

Furthermore, it appears plain that the 
serpent understood the importance of the 
doctrine, for he made it the object of his 
first attack. “Ye shall not surely die” were 
his words used in relieving the woman’s 
fear of consequences if she ate of the for- 
bidden fruit. 

We live in an age of doubt. The great 
doctrines revealed in the Bible are doubted 
and disbelieved on every hand. It was not 
always so. Not many years ago even peo- 
ple who did not claim to be Christians, did 
not question the truths of the Bible. Now 
we have the amazing contrast of many peo- 
ple claiming to be Christians doubting the 
‘fundamentals of the Christian faith. 


Its Relation to Other Doctrines 


There is a place where doubt begins its 
attack on the citadel of faith, and does not 
the record of the Eden temptation and fall 
give us the key to where this is? The ser- 
pent instilled doubt into Eve’s heart by 
diverting her mind from fear of the penalty 
God had announced as the result if they 
ate of the forbidden fruit. As in the be- 
ginning doubt first crept in regarding the 
penalty for sin, so today has not all this 
system of doubt started with disbelief in 
eternal punishment? When one first begins 
to question this doctrine and wonder if, 
after all, a loving God will not eventually 
bring the punishment of the wicked to a 
close, it does not appeal to one as such a 
black sin as doubting some other revealed 
truths. Indeed, it may be made to seem a 
product of an exalted view of the Scrip- 
tures and of God, and consistent with a 
devout religious experience, some even de- 
nominating it “the larger hope.” 

This attitude has given rise to a variety 
of systems claiming to be Christian that 
have various ways of disposing of the ter- 
rors of eternal punishment. In fact, it seems 
that the objective in many false systems is 
to relieve the mind of such as embrace the 
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views set forth of all fear of eternal pun- 
ishment. These systems accomplish their 
end by trying to persuade people that the 
wicked will either eventually be annihilated, 
or eventually restored to favor with God. 


Where Annihilation Fails 


The advocates of annihilation undertake 
to bolster up their doctrine by the misuse of 
such texts are “punished with everlasting 
destruction from the presence of the Lord,” 
assuming that such texts mean that they 
are destroyed and remain forever destroyed. 
But instantaneous extinction of being can- 
not be considered as everlasting punishment, 
for if it were, every dumb brute without 
moral nature and therefore incapable of 
sinning, is punished the same way and to 
the same extent as wicked men who all 
their lives knowingly and wilfully sin 
against God. 

Furthermore, such a method would nec- 
essarily lead to the destruction of the unity 
of deity and humanity in the person of 
Jesus Christ, for if He were a substitute in 
penalty for such of the human race as are 
saved, He must 
have suffered an- 


does not apply the rod to James, but to 
John, and John, if he is exercised thereby, 
henceforth refrains from the conduct that 
brought the chastisement. There is no room 
for the substitutional atonement in such a 
system as that, and therefore no need of a 
Saviour who combines in His person deity 
and humanity. Neither the annihilated 
Christ nor the exemplary Christ is the Christ 
of the Bible, and these false systems that 
see Christ in these roles only, though pur- 
porting to be Christian, are as truly un- 
christian as the blatant infidelity that de- 
nies Christ altogether. 

From the foregoing it will be seen that 
once unbelief in eternal punishment is ad- 
mitted into the mind and harbored there, 
it will be only a matter of time until it 
will destroy faith in the entire system of 
Christian doctrine. For if there is no hell 
from which to be delivered, there is no need 
of a Saviour to deliver from it. 


Its Effect on Morals

THE RETURN OF CHRIST

ROM the secular viewpoint, the 

Church is usually known in the 

plural only, and is manifested in con- 

siderable plurality by the sects and 
denominations that cry for attention and 
support. These are known by many names. 
They are varied in their systems of gov- 
ernment. They are diverse in their in- 
terpretations of the Scriptures in which they 
claim to find a true and sufficient reason for 
their existence and purpose. They are dis- 
similar in their doctrines, in their creeds, 
and in their service or ritual. They add 
enormously to the confusion of thought con- 
cerning the things pertaining to God. But 
they all claim to worship and serve the 
same God, who is one. 

These organizations are visible before the 
eyes of the world and their influence is un- 
doubtedly great. They affect the education- 
al trends of the day. They have a bearing 
upon the social and economic conditions of 
the so-called Christian countries. In reality 
civilization owes much to them. The world 
looks at them and acknowledges them “the 
Church.” With a sweeping generality it in- 
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cludes them all under one name. It is nat- 
ural that it should be so. 


Unity of the True Church 

However, this is not the Church of the 
Scriptures. The Church of the Scriptures is 
essentially one. It may have many mem- 
bers, but it is but one body, of which all 
the members are a part. And as it is one 
body, it has one Head, which is the Lord 
Jesus Christ. And being but one body, it 
has but one foundation, the Lord Jesus 
Christ. And as this is so, or has been made 
so by one Spirit, so also there is but one 
hope of its calling, one Lord, one faith, 
one baptism, and one God and Father of all. 
This Church, which is a perfect unity, 
had its beginning on the day of Pentecost, 
ten days after the ascension of our Lord, 
when the Holy Spirit descended upon the 
apostles and disciples gathered in the up- 
per room in the house in Jerusalem. The 
Church then came into being and at once 
began its work of testifying to the resur- 
rection of the Lord Jesus from among the 
dead. That testimony was blessed and 
there were added to the 
Church on that day three 

thousand souls. 

The result of a faithful 
testimony, or of bearing 
witness to the Lord Jesus, 
has been the addition of 
believers to the group of 
believers which is the 

i Church. This has gone on 
steadily since Pentecost. 
It is going on now, and 
will continue to go on un- 
til the “fulness of the 
Gentiles be brought in.” 


Through the preaching 
of the gospel of the grace 
of God through the Lord 
Jesus, God is gathering 
out from among the Gen- 
tiles and Jews also, a peo- 
\ ple for His name. This is 
| the Church, a new thing 
in the economy of God. 
It is a new creation. It 
was made necessary by 
Israel’s failure to fulfill 
God’s purpose. It is not 
mentioned in the Old 
‘Testament, and the 
prophets of old knew 
nothing of it. Its revela- 
tion was intrusted to 
Paul, and to God’s “holy 
apostles and _ prophets.” 
But it is known to us by 
this revelation, and by 
that same revelation we 
are also informed as to 


its purpose and its most glorious destiny. 


This Church Has a Hope 

The other Churches, visible and vocifer- 
ous, may have hopes of different kinds. But 
the one Church has but one hope. It is 
a “blessed hope,” because it is the hope of 
the return of its Lord. 

“Hope” in the world of men is a desire 
with the expectation of obtaining. There 
is always with this desire a possibility of 
failure to obtain. There are unforeseen con- 
tingencies, unexpected inabilities which may 
bring hope of men to naught. They know 
that high hopes have been dashed to the 
ground. And though hope springs eternal, 
it can as consistently fade away. So it is in 
the world of men. 

But “hope” in the Scriptures bears an 
entirely different meaning. Someone has 
said that when the word “hope” is used in 
the Bible it means “the certainty of ac- 
complishment.” It is 


Hope That Cannot Fail 

With this understanding of hope let us 
look at the one hope of the Church, the re- 
turn of the Lord. This hope is a “blessed 
hope” and its blessedness, its joyous expec- 
tation, rests pre-eminently upon the fact 
that at His coming the entire body of 
believers will be in the presence of their 
Lord. Such is the consummation of all de- 
sires within the Christian’s breast. The 
Scriptures themselves reveal nothing greater 
for the believer than to be ever with his 
Lord. As the imagination cannot begin to 
conceive what being “with the Lord” really 
means, there is no advantage in considering 
that there might be something better. 

God has revealed for us through the 
Scripture that which is to occur at the 
coming of the Lord and the fulfillment of 
the hope of the Church. Each member of 
the Church has a vital interest in what is 
to happen, for it deeply concerns him. 


Incredible Events to Take Place 

At the voice of the archangel, and the 
trump of God, and the shout of the Lord, 
incredible events take place with a rapidity 
that man cannot measure. “The dead in 
Christ shall rise,’ which clearly means that 
the bodies of the dead saints of the Lord 
shall rise from their places of burial, and 
shall put on incorruptibility and immortality 
and be joined with their spirits which the 
Lord brings with Him (I Thess. 4:13-17). 

Immediately thereafter, so quickly as to 
seem to be one event, the saints which are 
alive and remain on the earth shall be 
changed “in the twinkling of an eye” (I Cor. 
15:52). The change is the amazing event of 
the corruptible body putting on incorrupt- 
ibility and never seeing corruption, and the 
mortal body putting on immortality with- 
out knowing mortality. That is, the bodies 
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of the saints living when the Lord utters 
His glorious shout, will not see death. 

Then these two great companies, the res- 
urrected saints and the living and changed 
saints, shall be caught up together to meet 
the Lord in the air. And all these bodies 
shall be fashioned like unto His glorious 
body and “we shall be like him; for we 
shall see him as he is” (I John 3:2). 

This means a reunion of the living saints 
and all of the saints who have gone before. 
It is the joining of the loved ones who have 
fallen asleep with those they left. Surely 
it is the wiping away of the sorrow that has 
been caused by separation through death. 
How those who have been bereaved must 
love His appearing! 

Hope of Escape from Tribulation 

By the translation of the living saints, at 
the coming of the Lord, they are delivered 
from the wrath that is to come upon the 
earth in “the day of the Lord.” Then there 
shall be great tribulation that shall try them 
that dwell in the earth. It is the “time 
of Jacob’s trouble” (Jer. 30:7). These shall 
be days when the entire human race will be 
threatened with destruction, and except the 
days shall be shortened for the elect’s sake, 
all would perish. While the Church con- 
templates this day with sorrow and dis- 
tress and anguish, she may do so without 
fear, for she shall be saved out of it by the 
coming of the Lord. This deliverance of it- 
self without any other blessing, would make 
the Lord’s coming a most happy event. 

And with His coming, the salvation of 
the believer is completed. “Unto them that 
look for him shall he appear the second 
time without sin unto salvation” (Heb. 


9:28). “The working whereby he is able 
even to subdue all things” shall change the 
believer’s “body of humiliation” into the 
likeness of “his glorious body,” and the 
salvation of God promised before the ages 
to those who were then chosen in Him shall 
be complete (Phil. 3:21 R.V.). When he is 
like Christ, what more can be done for the 
saint ? 


Hope of Recognition and Reward 
Then this company with the Lord in the 


air shall gather before His judgment seat. 
This is not an occasion of tragedy or bit- 
terness that could only be caused by the 
weighing of an unbeliever’s sins with the 
terrible penalties that must follow; rather 
it is an occasion of joy beyond the compre- 
hension of mortal men. It is here that every 
man shall have praise of God and shall be 
rewarded by a gracious, loving Lord who 
seeks to present the object of His love with 
all that an infinite power is able to give.

These gifts are regal and are described 
as crowns. On earth, crowns represent 
kingdoms and authority and power and 
tiches, in fact, the utmost that man may 
attain on earth.

Working Out Your Own Salvation 

“So that, my beloved ones, even as ye al- 
ways obeyed, not as in my presence only, 
but now much more in my absence, with 
fear and trembling, carry to its ultimate goal 
your salvation for yourselves, for God is 
the one who is constantly and effectually 
working in you both in the impartation of 
the willingness and the power to perform 
His good pleasure” (Phil. 2:12, 13). 

The words “work out” are an excellent 
translation if we use the word “out” in the 
sense of a person working out a problem 
in mathematics. There is nothing in the 
word xatepyafoua. (katergazomai) to sug- 
gest the idea of working out an inworked 
salvation, for the word “out” in such an in- 
terpretation has a sense of locality, whereas 
the verb here means to work out in the 
sense of accomplishment, achieving, or bring- 
ing a task to completition. The idea of com- 
pletition is from xara (kata), the prefixed 
preposition which here is used in a perfec- 
tive sense. This idea keeps the goal, Christ- 
likeness, before the believer. “And every 
man that has this hope set on him, purifieth 
himself even as he is pure.” 

The words “your own” are from the re- 
flexive pronoun, here the ablative of source. 
In John 10:18 our Lord says, “I lay it down 
from myself as a source,” that is, the source 
of the laying down of His life was in Him- 
self. Thus, the Philippian saints were exhort- 
ed by Paul to carry their sanctification or 
growth in grace to its ultimate goal, Christ- 
likeness, and to do that for or by them- 
selves. While Paul was with them, he had 
been their inspiration. But now Paul was 
a prisoner in Rome and the Philippians were 
left to their own resources. They were to 
grow in grace, and to do it from themselves 
as a source. They were “to paddle their 
own canoe.” 

But they were to remember that salvation 
was a work of God and not of man, and 
that He was in them, giving them as they 
put themselves under the control of the Holy 
Spirit, both the desire and the power to do 
His will. The Philippians were to carry their 
sanctification to its ultimate goal by them- 
selves in that, without dependence upon any 
man but in complete dependence upon God, 
they were to yield their members as instru- 
ments of righteousness to Him, that He 
would give them both the desire and the pow- 
er to do His will. 

The words “effectually working” are 
translated from évepyéw (energed), from 
which we get our word “energy,” and means 
“to be operative, to be at work, to put forth 
power.” The words “fear and trembling” re- 
fer not to a slavish cringing fear, but to a 
wholesome serious caution. This fear con- 
sists of distrust of self, tenderness of con- 
science, and vigilance against temptation. 
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YOUNG PEOPLE AT WORK 

Many pastors are facing the problem of 
what to do with their young people. Many 
teen age and older youth object to giving 
time and strength to futile programs of en- 
tertainment and ticket selling. They want 
something hard to do that is worth doing. 

Some pastors have found the solution of 
their problem in assigning definite soul-sav- 
ing work. They find that the young respond 
to the difficult. Rev. P. B. Chenault, of the 
Walnut Street Baptist Church, Waterloo, 
Iowa, has written the Montuty of his ex- 
perience. We are glad to pass it on for the 
helpful and fruitful suggestions herein con- 
tained: 

“At the beginning of the fiscal year, Jan- 
uary 1, 1936, the church 
voted upon the sugges- 
tion of the recommenda- 
tion of its pastor, that 
one-fourth of our mis- 
sionary money be spent 
this year for local mis- 
sions. We found that 
practically nothing was 
being done to reach the 
unsaved in the city of 
Waterloo. 

“Early in the spring, 
a Cadillac seven-passen- 
ger sedan was purchased. 
Although nearly ten 
years old, it is in first- 
class condition. The car 
was painted aluminum 
(silver) and gospel texts 
were put on the back 
and sides of the car, to- 
gether with the name of 
the church. An ampli- 
fying system, costing 
about two hundred dollars, was purchased 
and installed. At the close of a morning 
worship service, the car was dedicated to 
the ministry and preaching of the gospel in 
Waterloo and its vicinity. The pastor made 
a plea to his young people, trying to show 
them the possibilities of this type of work. 
After about two weeks of advance an- 
nouncements, the pastor arrived in the ap- 
pointed place and at the hour named, to 
hold the first open air service. Although the 
church has a young people’s department of 
nearly one hundred, not one was there when 
he arrived that evening. He had brought 
with him a young woman who had been 
converted recently, and on his way to the 
church met one of the young men of the 
church, and so the first open air meeting 
started. 

“The Lord blessed that service, and many 
of the people of the city were stirred as 
they listened to the gospel appeal. The next 
Saturday evening there were more than 
twice as many young people present. There 
has been a constant increase, until at present 
the gospel car is being used practically every 
night in the week. The Young Married 
People’s class (the business men of our com- 
munity) now use the car exclusively on 
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Elizabeth Andrews Houghton 


Wednesday and Friday evenings. On 
Wednesday they visit some of the outlying 
towns, sometimes fifty miles away, and hold 
a real, old-fashioned open air meeting. On 
Friday evening they pick two sections of the 
city and hold meetings. 

“Tens of thousands have listened to the 
gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ through the 
ministry of the gospel car this last summer. 
More than ten thousand tracts have been 
distributed. Many souls have been definitely 
saved, and the pastor has had the privilege 
of receiving them into the church. 

“Incidentally this method of evangelism 
has completely revolutionized the young 
people of the Walnut Street Baptist Church. 
At the close of the summer, a large group

of these young people came to the pastor 
and said, ‘Pastor, the fall is coming on and 
the weather is getting colder. What special 
work will you have for us to do when we 
can no longer hold open air meetings?’ The 
pastor’s heart rejoiced. 

“We have a great band of personal work- 
ers and soul-winners as a direct result of 
our acquiring the gospel car. We would 
recommend to other churches the use of a 
portion of their missionary money to pur- 
chase cars, equipped for street preaching, 
and send out their young people into the 
highways and hedges to proclaim the gospel 
of our blessed Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ.”

Then, as if by magic, the streets are full 
of happy voices as His little ones wind 
their way to that which, although not fully 
comprehensible, yet makes their eager little 
hearts burn strongly within. Then follow- 
ing and emerging from this childhood comes 
youth. That same eagerness is there, the 
same carefree happiness, but perhaps a little 
more subdued. They have caught the vision 
and the Morning Star is shining brightly on 
their horizon, and, “Here am I, Lord, send 
me,” is the prayer of the heart of youth. 
That impulsive willingness to ascend to the 
mountain tops or travel in the valley chasms 
that comes to youth alone. 

Then as youth emerged 
from childhood, so we 
see maturity and youth. 
But here we see in the 
place of youth’s impul- 
siveness, maturity’s sta- 
bility. The passionate 
love of youth for the 
One who has been their 
Guide is still there. But 
it is tempered by experi- 
ence and accentuated by 
devotion. Here a mother 
has been in the valley of 
the shadow with Him 
and found Him there. 
Here is a father who 
found in Him a haven 
of security. And suffer- 
ing has intensified the 
love which He alone can 


engender. 
This last group, who 
are they? They seem 


somehow detached, dif- 
ferent. Oh! this is age. The steps are slowed. 
They have carried the cross and are now 
looking for the crown. The eyes that once 
burned with the light of love, have been 
dimmed by many tears. The hand once firm, 
is now feeble, for “bear ye one another’s bur- 
dens” has been an integral part of their life. 
And where once they looked upon Calvary’s 
hill, now thy look for “His glorious appear- 
ing.” Where they heard the command, “Go 
ye into all the world,” now they hear the in- 
vitation, “Come unto me,” and with the 
burning heart that impelled them to go out 
into the highways and byways, they are 


coming home.

THE ‘“‘“KINGDOM OF GOD MOVE- 
MENT’’ IN INDIA 

Dr. E. Stanley Jones is seeking to pro- 
mote a movement in India that approxi- 
mately coincides in specifications with that 
advocated by Kagawa of Japan. He has 
prepared a pamphlet for wide distribution, 
entitled The Christian Program for Recon- 
struction, which has been printed in English 
and also a number of the native languages. 

The particular matter to which Dr. Jones 
is addressing himself is the solving of the 
tragic social problem of the depressed classes 
or “outcastes” of India. To his way of 
thinking, the only real solution lies in the 
gospel of Jesus. To him, the gospel of Jesus 
means what he ventures to designate as 
“the kingdom of God on earth.” As he 
quotes this phrase a number of times 
and uses it as the basis for his social 
theories, the author is evidently under 
the impression that our Lord actually 
used it, and by it implied just what is 
developed in the tract above mentioned. 
Will the reader take down his concord- 
ance and look for the expression, “the 
kingdom of God on earth”? To suggest 
that our Lord ever used such an expres- 
sion is but an example of what frequently 
happens when those occupied chiefly with 
social and political philosophies turn to 
the Bible for confirmation of their theor- 
ies and programs. 


A New Kind of Gospel 


The genius of Dr. Jones’ propaganda 
may be judged by the following brief 
quotations from his pamphlet: “What, 
then, did He (Jesus) mean by ‘the king- 
dom of God on earth’? He did not mean 
that the kingdom of God was some 
_ state beyond the borders of this life into 
which we enter at death. ... It was not 
a fold into which men run and are safe, 
ticketed and labelled until Jesus takes 
them home to heaven. .. . It is a new 
order, founded on love, sharing, good-will, 
co-operation and brotherhood. This higher 
order is the final order or goal for all man- 
kind. . . . It is that order which fulfills and 
completes the best desires of all religions 
and races. It is the completion of the sal- 
vation of mankind.” 

In summing up the matter, Dr. Jones 
outlines a program for bringing about this 
kingdom of God, comprising a long list of 
items such as the following: the organiza- 
tion of co-operatives; The organization of 
cottage industries; introduction of better 
methods of agriculture; widespread educa- 
tion. Says Dr. Jones, “The coming of the 
kingdom of God is the one open door into 
a brotherhood of man for all men. Please 
note that we do not offer you a brotherhood 
of Christians only. The kingdom of God, 
as Jesus taught it, extends the brotherhood 
to man as man.” 

Brevity of space permits of no adequate 
discussion of this vital subject, but it should 
be pointed out that Dr. Jones is apparently 
completely ignoring the clearly defined mes- 
sage which was committed to the apostolic 
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company—a message that had to do with 
the death and resurrection and ascension of 
One who is the sinner’s Saviour, and in 
whose name repentance and remission of 
sins should be preached among all nations. 


Economics versus Salvation 


As a social-economic program, the most 
of that which is suggested in the pamphlet 
is admirable, and we should be delighted to 
see it realized; but to offer that as a sub- 
stitute for the gospel of our Lord Jesus 
Christ would be an unspeakable tragedy. 
We read in Holy Writ that as a result of 
the missionary ministry of the apostle Paul, 
“ve turned to God from idols to serve the

living and true God; and to wait for his 
Son from heaven, whom he raised from the 
dead, even Jesus, which delivered us from 
the wrath to come.” 

The reading of this pamphlet only con- 
firms what we have previously learned from 
missionaries in India regarding Dr. Jones’ 
ministry. In one community, for instance, 
after completing a special series of meetings, 
or “mission,” a number of the interested 
natives said to the local. missionary, “We 
like Dr. Jones, for he would welcome us 
to the Christian fold without insisting upon 
giving up our Hinduism.” 





HUNGRY HEARTS IN POLAND 


Mr. Nick Beechick came to Chicago from 
Russia, unsaved, over twenty years ago. 
Later he was marvelously converted, and 
the Lord used him to win his two brothers 
also, both of whom are now missionaries in 
White Russia, Poland. Mr. Beechick just re- 
cently returned from a visit to his homeland, 
and shares with us some of his experiences. 

“My first day in Poland was spent in the 


city of Warsaw. From there I left for my 
home town, Volovel, where many people 
were awaiting us. The church was packed at 
every gathering. The following Sunday, 
the young people sang gospel hymns from 
ten to eleven in the morning, and then the 
preacher got up and said, ‘Now we will be- 
gin our service.’ I was rather surprised to 
hear that, as I thought the service had begun 
an hour before. The whole audience began 
to sing, and the meeting lasted until three 
o’clock in the afternoon. The church was 
packed full, with the people standing, all 
hungrily listening to the Word of God. In 
spite of the great heat the crowds not only 
packed the inside of the church, but all 
around the windows on the outside also. 
“Tt was necessary for me to see many 
people in various villages, so my brother 
and I took a horse and traveled about the 
country, visiting some fifty villages and 
three small towns. In five of these vil- 
lages we held the first gospel meetings 
ever held there. The poor people never 
heard the gospel before. At the close of 
the meetings the people begged us to 
come again and tell them more of this 
good news. When we announced that we 
were going to leave for America, people 
came from villages as far as forty-five 
miles away. During the farewell service 
I noticed two girls standing near me 
who looked very tired. I remembered 
seeing them in one of the distant villages, 
and asked them to sit down on the chair 
the preacher provided for me. I noticed 
their feet were very bruised and severely 
cut. They had walked forty-five miles, 
barefooted, over the rough, hot roads! 
I had never before realized the terrible 
need of the gospel among the Russian 
people in Poland.” 





BLACK PROBATIONERS 


Metet Hospital (Cameroun, West Af- 
rica) was in need of native nurses, so the 
five most intelligent and mature girls in the 
eighth grade of the vernacular school were 
selected to form a nurses’ training class. 

After three months of training, the girls 
are managing the operating room and the 
obstetrical ward very well. There is, how- 
ever, a distressing tendency to be slipshod 
in their work, such as leaving dust under 
the medicine cabinet, the corks out of 
chloroform bottles, and tapes off the oper- 
ating gowns. 

One morning I went into the operating 
room and found nothing in readiness. Call- 
ing the ‘surgical nurse, I asked, “Why are 
not the sterile tables set up?” She pouted 
and said, “The assistants are not scrubbed 
up.” 

Turning to the assistants, who were lei- 
surely scrubbing, I asked why the delay. 
“Oh, we never start to scrub until the in- 
struments are boiled.” 

Out in the kitchen, I asked why the in- 
struments were not boiled; to be told by 
the nurse on duty that there was no wood 
in the wood-box this morning. Out to the

Although these young 
girls, with their sweet brown faces and danc- 
ing black eyes, can never reach the goal set 
for them by their white sister, yet they are 
yielding their winsomeness to the Holy Spir- 
it and are bearing His fruits, some thirty, 
some fifty, and some an hundred-fold—

MOSLEM ALBANIA 


The gospel was first heard in Albania 
from the lips of the apostle Paul. “From 
Jerusalem,” he wrote, “round about unto 
Illyricum (Albania) I have fully preached 
the gospel of Christ” (Rom. 15:19). For 
centuries the Albanians remained a virile 
Christian people. Then came the early here- 
sies and dissensions with the Church of 
Rome. Later came the Moslem invasions— 
Albania was overcome at the fatal field of 
Janina in 1431, and Turkish rulers were set 
over the country. Strangely, too, it was not 
the sword which induced the people to turn 
Moslem; the sword indeed conquered the 
body, but the pocketbook conquered the 
heart! They submitted to Islam in order to 
evade a “heretic” tax of one-half dollar a 
year for each male adult, or to obtain a 
permit to carry firearms, or to gain a gov- 
ernment office from the pasha. 


Wholesale Defection 


Whole villages would change to Moham- 
medanism, so that the government would 
pipe water down from the mountains, or 
build a road for their use. All Albanian 
Moslems are aware that their forefathers 
were orthodox Christians, and that Islam is 
a foreign religion imposed on them by their 
oppressors, but though the Turkish oppres- 
sion was overthrown twenty-five years ago, 
today about 70 per cent of the Albanians 
are still Moslem. In fact, little Albania 
contains one-fifth of all Europe’s Moslems. 

One usually thinks of Turkey as typically 
Moslem. It is so no longer. In Turkish 
streets the man’s fez and the woman’s veil 
are strictly forbidden, but they prevail in 
Albania. Our streets are full of dervishes 
and hodjas in robe and turban; clerical 
robes in Turkey are not permitted on the 
street. In Turkey, the muezzin gives the 
call to prayer from the minaret in the na- 
tional language—Turkish; from our minarets 
the call is still given in Arabic, the sacred 
language of the prophet Mohammed. These 
and other facts have justified the saying that 
“Albania is more Turkey than is Turkey.” 

The significance of this should not be lost, 
for it is generally accepted that it is among 
the Moslems that the Christian gospel has 
made the fewest converts. Their hostility 
to the gospel is matched by the Jews’ alone. 

We in Albania face this seemingly impos- 
sible task. Because “into all the world” in- 
cludes Albania, and “to every creature” in- 
cludes the Moslem, we cannot avoid the 
issue. We must evangelize the Moslem.— 
Edwin E. Jacques, in The European Harvest 
Field.

“The school work is overwhelming these 
days. There are about 550 boys and chil- 
dren in my school, and 200 girls in Dr.

a few ears of corn to build a new church 
with, but she would give them nothing.

MOSLEM SUPERSTITION 


In passing through the streets of almost 
any Mohammedan town the superstitious 
character of its inhabitants is apparent. 
Hands are frequently depicted in red paint 
on the walls or doors of a house, to invoke 
good fortune on those that dwell within. 
The frontal bone of an ox is sometimes af- 
fixed to an open grating in the top of a 
door, and tiny bags, containing charms, are 
suspended from the two horns. On one oc- 
casion, a piece of charcoal and an egg shell 
were seen to be tied over the door of an 
Arab building in process of construction, and 
on inquiring the reason for these curious 
symbols the reply was that the master of 
the property had made money, and such 
things placed above the door would keep 
any envious person from doing him harm. 
But why charcoal and egg in particular was 
not clear! 

Even the grave-looking Moors and Arabs, 
majestically draped in their many-colored 
silk burnouses, have childish visions of 
demons and spirits haunting them. If it 
were possible to raise the mantles they wear 
and open the waistcoat, so handsomely 
finished with silk embroidery, one would 
find, in the majority of cases, a little leather- 
covered case containing magical words to 
protect against disease, to inspire love, or to 
neutralize hate. The tiny children, too, 
carry amulets, sometimes on their headdress, 
sometimes round their necks. Heads of 
chameleons, branches of coral, shells, a hand 
cut in metal, or various polished stones— 
all are objects which are supposed to pre- 
serve from evil, or to bring good luck to the 
youthful wearer. By many, a camel’s mum- 
mified eye is believed all-powerful as a sure 
specific against sorcery. Oh, that these peo- 
ple might learn the blessedness of the words, 
“The Lord shall preserve thee from all evil: 
he shall preserve thy soul!”—WNorth Africa. 





NETHERLANDS MISSION 


In twelve separate fields gospel work is 
being carried on by the Netherlands East 
Indies Mission. Mr. R. A. Jaffray reports 
great blessing in the four fields in Borneo, 
where no fewer than 8,000 Dyaks have come 
to Christ. Nearly 100 students have re- 
cently entered the Bible school, and many 
are already occupied winning souls. The 
remaining eight fields of the mission present 
a more difficult problem, for Mohammedan- 
ism is strongly entrenched in them all, and 
there are millions of people in the islands to 
whom no missionary has yet been sent.— 
The Missionary Review of the World. 





EVANGELISM IN ALASKA 
All of the Lord’s people who know any- 
thing about Alaska will rejoice to learn that 
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Rev. Herbert Lockyer of England at Founder’s Week Conference. 
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there is good prospect for a fresh and sound 
evangelistic ministry being carried on there 
by a newly organized missionary agency— 
The Alaska Evangelization Society. 

The story of Alaska is a long drawn out 
drama, with much that is dark and tragic. 
To many people, Alaska has meant allure- 
ment, adventure, peril and suffering. The 
appeal to the gambling spirit has been almost 
irresistible. But there is a brighter side. In 
recent years orderly, prosperous, steady-going 
communities have been developed. Instead 
of the hectic vicious atmosphere of early 
gold seeking days there is now an increasing 
turn toward agriculture and kindred pur- 
suits, that means more normal life for a 
population that is settling in productive val- 
leys with the thought of making a permanent 
home. 

Deplorable Religious Conditions 

Quite a number of religious agencies have 
carried on work in Alaska—both denomina- 
tional and independent—reaching both native 
Indians and the white population. Churches 
have long been established in many urban 
centers, and some of the mission stations 
have gradually ceased to function. But, alas, 
many of the congregations have become sad- 
ly afflicted by modernism in the pulpit and 
worldliness in the pew. Religious life has 
degenerated to empty form, and social ac- 
tivity is supplanting soul saving. While there 
is some notable exception, the churches are 
for the most part quite dead, with no appe- 
tite for wholesome spiritual food and no 
passion for evangelism. Leaders among the 
Independent Fundamental Churches of Amer- 
ica have become exercised over the situation 
up there, and have organized this new society 
with a view to taking the bread of life to 
both saint and sinner. 


A Vigorous Program Planned 

Special conferences will be heid for the 
deepening of spiritual life, and evangelism or- 
ganized for reaching the lost. Having head- 
quarters in Portland, Oregon, the Alaska 
Evangelization Society has as its officers, Dr. 
W. E. Pietsch,:President; Dr. Roy T. Brum- 
baugh, Vice President; and Rev. Ezra S. 
Gerig, Secretary-Treasurer. Rev. Floyd S. 
Gilman is already up there in the capacity 
of Field Director. A well qualified mission- 
ary with extensive experience of Alaska is 
in mind as a travelling home secretary. Dr. 
W. E. Pietsch has made a trip up to Juneau 
to look over the field, consult with interested 
parties, and perfect plans for starting the 
work. He gives a most impressive report of 
the pathetic needs, the open doors and the 
general conditions which constitute a clear 
call for immediate aggressive missionary en- 
deavor. Further information may be had 
from the Secretary-Treasurer, Rev. Ezra S.

believed in Jesus Christ, that we might be 
justified by the faith of Christ, and not by 
the works of the law: for by the works of 
the law shall no flesh be justified” (Gal. 
2: 16). 

A man must stop trying to save himself, 
and begin trusting Jesus for salvation. The 
jailer was not told to save himself, but he 
was told to “believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ.” For this belief or trust in Christ, 
positive assurance was given him of life 
eternal. God gave this complete answer to 
an earnest, seeking soul, and man cannot 
add to or take from this answer without 
jeopardizing himself. “If any man shall add 
unto these things, God shall add unto him 
the plagues that are written in this book: 
and if any man shall take away from the 
words of the book of this prophecy, God 
shall take away his part out of the book of 
life’ (Rev. 22: 18, 19). 

Every now and then a teacher appears 
with a man-made plan or theory outside of 
the Bible and says to the hungry soul, “Be- 
lieve,” and then he will add to that, “Be 
baptized, join the church, pay your debts, 
and live right.” All of this may be good 
advice in its proper place, and may even 
bring some earthly praise and rewards, but 
to a weary pilgrim lost in the storm of the 
night it does not bring salvation. 


The One Essential 


Faith in Him who died for man is the 
one essential. “Who is he that overcometh 
the world, but he that believeth that Jesus 
is the Son of God” (I John 5: 5). Jesus 
said, “Come unto me, all ye that labor and 
are heavy laden, and I will give you rest” 
(Matt. 11:28). There is but one way in 
which we can come to Jesus, and that is in 
simple, trusting faith. When an unsaved 
soul does that, then Christ works the miracle 
of salvation in that heart and life. 

A dying soul can cling to God’s answer 
to man’s question with every assurance that 
it is not only a religion that will do to live 
by, but with calm certainty it is the only 
religion that will do to die by.

The birth of Jesus to the world into which 
He came was an insignificant event. There 
was no blare of human trumpets to proclaim 
His birth, no twanging of glad harps, no 
clashing of loud cymbals. 
Mean and coarse were 
the surroundings amid 
which He came into this 
world—His palace the 
rough stable of a way- 
side inn, the rude man- 
ger His cradle. Imagina- 
tion fails as art has al- 
ways failed, in the effort 
to picture the sad squal- 
or of the scene. 


Adverse Circum- 
stances Prove 
Veracity 


Yet these lowly and 
obscure conditions, so 
thoroughly repugnant to 
our human conceptions 
of what the advent of 
the Lord of life should 
be, were the very condi- 
tions chosen by divine 
wisdom to impress the 
truth of the narrative on 
discerning minds. Dis- 
passionately viewed, they 
are seen to throw a clear 
and convincing light on 
the veracity of the nar- 
rative of the first and 
third Gospels, impressing 
on them the stamp of 
irrefragable truth. 

There are men in our 
day, claiming to be 
Christian scholars, who 
are laboring with pitiful insistence to con- 
vince themselves and others that the story 
of the advent is a myth. There was no vir- 
gin birth, no choir of heralding angels, no 
mysterious star in the east. A beautiful fic- 
tion, they would have us believe, the folk- 
tale of an adoring and wonder-loving faith! 
But is not this assumption in reality more 
incredible than the story itself? Is it prob- 
able that adoring disciples, who believe that 
Jesus was the divine Son of the Highest 
would have invented a tale so derogatory to 
His royal dignity? The tendency of the age 
was quite the other way. 





An Incredible Invention 


The palace of a king would have been 
too mean for the birthplace of so exalted a 
Being. Angels would have appeared, not to 
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lowly shepherds on the hillside, but to the 
rich and noble of the land. Kings, as after- 
ward in legend the Magi were represented 
to have been, would have bowed before 
the wondrous Babe. Glory and grandeur 
and triumph would have marked the ad- 
vent of the Prince of Peace. The fact that 
it was not so told, that the lowly circum- 
stances of His birth were recorded with re- 
morseless plainness of speech, without effort 
to hide their humiliating coarseness and bare 
poverty, is the strongest proof of the stern 
veracity of the Gospel narrative. 

Lodged in a stable! Cradled in a manger!

stand at the door and knock; if any man 
hear my voice and open the door, I will 
come in to him, and will sup with him and 
he with me.” 

Do you catch the picture? There was a 
big, rich city church which was built in His 
name.

I have 
no idea this minister has ever received more 
than $200 a year from his churches, and did 
not have regular ones at that. I do not 
present him as a perfect man any more than 
the other two. But he did have a real pas- 
sion for the lost, such as characterized most 
ministers in other days. We still have a few 
like this man who are culturally well 
equipped to preach, I am thankful to say. 
These are they who bring things to pass and 
who do not need to complain of no con- 
gregations to preach to—Western Recorder.

Book reading is by no means a uni- 
versal custom, and the trend is rather to- 
ward the short and snappy and sensational 
products of the magazine and newspaper 
press. In the hustle and bustle of multitu- 
dinous interests and diversions, the average 
man or woman wants to read in short, 
hasty snatches. The cry is for condensed, 
predigested treatment. Magazines that bring 
the events of the day in terse, briefly para- 
graphed form are immensely popular. The 
sensational tabloid newspaper has a tre- 
mendous vogue. Long articles in magazines 
are not generally read, because the average 


American takes also his reading on the run. . 


The family bookshelf is disappearing as a 
domestic institution and is being replaced 
by the magazine rack with its lurid-colored 
covers, portraying bathing beauties and other 
semi-nude reproductions of supposed fem- 
inine pulchritude. Between the covers are 
articles and stories which for the most part 
reflect the modern tendency to overempha- 
size and overstimulate sex problems. Of the 
magazines featuring the adulterous escapades 


and illicit amours and adventures, the lives 
and habits of the moving picture colony, 
there seems to be no end. A modern maga- 
zine stand seems to represent about fifty per 
cent moral filth. 

Unfortunately our young folks are swept 
along on the literary tide of the age and are 
bound to get into bad reading habits be- 
cause there is no one to intelligently guide 
them. They pick up haphazardly whatever 
comes to hand, and youth naturally follows 
the lurid and_ exciting. Frothy-minded 
friends will recommend a certain magazine. 
The list of “best sellers” in the book market 
offers unreliable suggestions. And so what 
might have become a wholesome taste is 
thoroughly spoiled. When once the mind 
has become accustomed to feed only on spicy 
tidbits, on snatches of ambiguity and sug- 
gestiveness, the taste is hard to rectify. 
Parental supervision of the literature that 
gets into the homes seems to have gone out 
of date. Many of our young folks are grow- 
ing up with completely perverted ideas of 
life and life’s problems because of the per- 
nicious influence of the things that they 
read—The American Lutheran. 





LIQUOR SALES PARALLEL 
INCREASING TRAFFIC DEATHS 
Ida B. Wise Smith, president of the Na- 

tional W.C.T.U., says that the alcohol acci- 

dents have been concealed under every con- 
ceivable sort of camouflage. She says that 
one investigator attributes only 6 per cent of 
the accidents to alcohol, while others at- 
tribute 67 per cent to this cause. In Minne- 
apolis the first year after the legalizing of 

“non-intoxicating beer,” the street accidents 

increased 19 per cent, and by the close of 

the next year 30.6 per cent. Murders increased 

71.4 per cent; felonious homicides 75 per 

cent; burglary 38.2 per cent; aggravated as- 

sault 94.2 per cent; larceny 56 per cent; rape 

85.7 per cent. The vice complaints during 

this period were particularly challenging. 

There were 357.8 per cent more gambling 

complaints in 1935 than in 1932, but only 4.6 

per cent more prosecutions. Vice complaints 

increased 516 per cent during one wet year. 

Officials wink at these violations of the law.

WITH COMMUNISTS 

The Philadelphia Evening Bulletin carries 
the report of a local Methodist Ministers’ 
Meeting, which voted to participate in the 
Peace Parade to be held on November 7. 
The Rev. Dr. Harold Paul Sloan, editor of 
The Christian Advocate, protested this ac- 
tion, and said: “How any Christian can 
march in a parade with communists is be- 
yond my comprehension. I’d just as soon 
march in a parade with brewers. Com- 
munism is an unspeakable tyranny which 
denies God and righteousness, and lies by 
principle. Jesus Christ has no more con- 
tact with Karl Marx than heaven has with 
hell.” We commend Dr. Sloan for his time- 
ly utterance. It is high time Christians were 
done with this disingenuous soft-soap about 
radicalism. If the Church would stick to its 
God-given task of evangelizing the world, 
and if Christians would live before men like 
the Thessalonians (see first letter, chapter 
one), there would be no occasion for all the 
modern poses which some churchmen feel 
they must affect—The Presbyterian.

the conference of scientists in Jerusalem, it 
would have been high enough above the 
horizon to have made an imposing sight 
before sunrise. After losing the star, the 
kings of the Orient had probably not 
traveled by night, but now in their anxiety 
to reach Bethlehem they arose before dawn 
and were rewarded by a brilliant sight down 
in the southeastern sky. It was this redis- 
covery which brought so much joy to their 
hearts. As it now appeared in the southeast, 
it confirmed the testimony of the prophets 
that their journey was at an end, and even 
if it did not beckon them on to Bethlehem 
as it rose to the zenith with the advancing 
day, it would be literally true that sooner 
or later their cherished heavenly guide 
“stood over where the young child was.” 

That these men of recognized intellectual 
attainments should have failed to understand 
the disappearance of this star is not sur- 
prising when we know that the astronomers 
of their time never guessed that Mercury or 
Venus were the same planets when they 
were on the eastern and western sides of the 
sun. The Greeks called Mercury Apollo 
when it was the morning star, and Venus 
was known as Phosphorus in the morning 
and Hesperus in the evening. The Egyptians 
and Hindus also gave these terrestrial planets 
two names, thus confirming the prevailing 
belief that the sun passage might be equiva- 
lent to obliteration. It is no wonder then 
we read of the Wise Men: “When they saw 
the star, they rejoiced with exceeding great 
joy.” 

To sum up: From our present knowledge 
of astronomy there is no illumination that 
could better attest a celestial recognition of 
the earthly entrance of the King of kings 
than the scenic effect produced by the tre- 
mendous impact of two gigantic suns. The 
brilliant and temporary illumination pro- 
duced from the collision of these lifeless 
masses can best account for the sudden ap- 
pearance of the Star of Bethlehem, while 
the apparent western movement of all fixed 
stars can best adapt it to the direction, time, 
and length of the journey of the Magi. The 


reappearance and recognition of this star. 


upon the eastern horizon is the best ex- 
planation of the great joy of the Wise Men, 
while its ascendency toward the zenith 
would permit it literally to “stand over 
where the young child was.”

PRAYING FOR THE UNSAVED 
C.L.C., Buffalo, N.Y. 

Question: What warrant have we for 
praying for the salvation of unsaved indi- 
viduals? 

Answer: Possibly the question is sug- 
gested by the high-priestly prayer of our 
Lord, which was restricted to the eleven 
apostles (John 17:12). There is nothing 
here on which to formulate a law for the 
prayer life of the Christian. First of all, 
prayer is essential to the program of evan- 
gelizing the world (Luke 10:2; Matt. 28: 
19, 20). This work was to be done in the 
power of the Holy Spirit (Acts 1:8). To 
this end we should pray in the Holy Spirit 
(Jude 20). If God is not willing (does not 
wish) that any should perish (II Pet. 3:9), 
and since prayer is an integral part of His 
program of world evangelization, shall we 
not expect the Holy Spirit to prompt us to 
pray for the salvation of men? Prayer is 
widely inclusive (John 16:23). Would not 
such requests naturally include the salvation 
of beloved friends and relations, in order 
that our joy might be full (v. 24)? Not 
only so, but is not this also along the line 
of the exhortation of the apostle Paul (I 
Tim. 2:1, 4)? Such, indeed, has been the 
understanding and the practice of devout 
Spirit-filled Christians. 





A FAMINE OF THE WORD 


A.L.M., Cassville, N.Y. . 

Question: Please explain Amos 8:11, 
12. Why was such a famine sent? Or is 
it still future? 

Answer: Not a famine because of lack 
of food or of water for the body, but of 
nourishment for the soul. There was noth- 
ing to feed and satisfy their immediate needs. 
No one was min’‘stering the Word of God 
to them. Hence nothing would put an end 
to their lamentations, mournings, and bitter- 
ness (v. 10). As the preceding verses and 
chapters show, the sins of the people could 
no longer be endured by God. Nothing was 
left but approaching desolation. Judgment 
fell on the northern kingdom by means of 
the Assyrians, who destroyed Samaria and 
carried most of the people into captivity. 
But the prophecy also has a still future ful- 
fillment, when the earth will be darkened by 
the sun going down at noon (v. 9). This 
probably refers to conditions which will exist 
just prior to the return of the Son of man 
(Matt. 24:29), when the sun shall be dark- 
ened (Isa. 13:10). Again there will be a 
famine for the Word of God, both in Pales- 
tine and also in all the earth. 





LOCATION OF PARADISE 
B.T., Comer, Ga. 


Question: Where is Paradise? Please 
explain Luke 23:43. 
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Answer: In general we may say that 
“Paradise” symbolizes the blessedness which 
immediately follows the death of any of 
God’s children. Since both Jesus and the 
robber who prayed to Him died practically 
at the same time, there was to be no separa- 
tion between them as to their spirits. In 
Old Testament times all spirits descended to 
Sheol, for which the Greek name Hades is 
the exact equivalent. According to the story 
of the rich man and Lazarus the beggar, 
both of whom died, there was an impassable 
gulf between the wicked dead and the saved 
dead. When Jesus Christ died His body was 
placed in-the tomb, but in His spirit He 
went to Hades (I Pet. 3:18, 19, R.V.). 
Therefore if the spirit of the robber was to 
be at that time with Jesus in Paradise, Para- 
dise was that portion of Hades where the 
spirits of the just resided. It was not a mere 
symbol, but a locality. However, a change 
in this locality seems to have occurred at the 
ascension of Christ (Eph. 4:8). That por- 
tion of Hades where Abraham resided and 
all others who like him had been saved by 
faith, appears to have been emptied. There- 
after Paradise has been located in heaven. 
This is made clear from the experience and 
teaching of Paul, who was caught up to the 
third heaven, which is Paradise (II Cor. 12: 
2-4). At the present time when a saint dies 
he departs to be with the Lord, who is now 
in heaven. 


THE UNFAITHFUL SERVANT 
B.J.D., Athens, I. 

Question: Will you please explain the 
parable of the talents (Matt. 25)? Was the 
one-talented servant lost? 

Answer: We have before explained this 
parable as belonging to the period following 
Christ’s personal return to the earth in 
judgment. Hence this parable cannot refer 
to the Church. The one-talented man was 
both wicked and slothful, and so will be 
judged by our Lord and cast into outer dark- 
ness, the darkness that is outside of the 
heavenly city (Rev. 22:15), where there 
shall be weeping and gnashing of teeth. Does 
not such language describe the lost? The 
servant was thus treated not because he was 
a one-talented man, but because he inten- 
tionally harbored wrong conceptions of the 
Son of man. His attitude toward Christ 
was evidenced by his own testimony and 
conduct (v. 25), hence his plea was without 
excuse. 








THE BODY OF CHRIST 
D.R., Racine, Wis. 

Question: What view of the incarna- 
tion do you teach with regard to the body 
of Christ? Did it come from heaven, or did 
He take upon Himself the flesh and blood 
of Mary? 

Answer: As to the last question, Jesus 
possessed a sinless nature, although as to 
His body He was born of Mary. Sin does 
not reside in the flesh and blood, but in the 
personality, or in the person rather than in 
the body. As to the body of our Lord, 
Luke 1:31-35 clearly teaches that Jesus was 


conceived by the Holy Spirit. Hence the 
child born to Mary was “holy.” Matthew 
1:20 teaches the same fact. The seed was 
placed in the womb of Mary in a miraculous 
manner. Jesus had no human father, but 
was “the Son of God.” John explains that 
the eternal Word, who was with the Father 
from the beginning, “became flesh and dwelt 
among us” (1:14, R.V.). The apostle Paul 
enlarges upon this fact in Philippians 2:6-8. 
The body of Jesus was a real human body, 
although in its inception it was prepared by 
God (Heb. 10:5). Because of this human 
body Christ could be crucified, resurrected, 
glorified, and visibly return to heaven. In 
this same body of glory He will come again 
to the earth. 





FACING PRESENT CONDITIONS 
J.C.T., Chicago, Ill. 


Question: My mind has been disturbed 
over the drought conditions and over the 
attitude of my children toward meeting the 
problems of life as they exist today. What 
do you think about our times and the out- 
come? 


Answer: The drought conditions of the 
past summer were the most serious in the 
history of our nation, but more serious still 
are the religious, economic, political, and so- 
cial conditions. Thoughtful young people 
may well be disturbed as to the future, and 
so may adults. The world at large never 
has been in such a state of unrest and un- 
certainty. Wars of extermination and suffer- 
ing of the severest nature may be in the 
offing. But the possibility, even their actu- 
ality, ought not to disturb the Christian, nor 
find him unprepared. First of all he has 
been forewarned of the evils which are to 
come upon the world in the latter days. 
While we cannot state positively how long 
it will be before the end of the present order 
of affairs, we can assuredly affirm that God 
will triumph and that His kingdom of 
righteousness and peace will come. Mean- 
while we all may believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, trust-Him daily, serve Him faithfully, 
and leave the future with Him. When He 
comes He will put an end to all evil.

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Answer: In a general way we may say 
that the merging of denominations tends to 
prepare the way for the religious unification 
of the world and the worship of Satan.

Question: Do not the following verses 
teach the unbounded love of God (Mal. 4:5; 
Isa. 65:8; I Cor. 13:8) ? 


Answer: The verse in Malachi reveals 
the mercy of God; but if Elijah be one of 
the two witnesses of Revelation 11, as many 
believe, then the real work of Elijah can 
hardly be said to express the love of God 
(see vv. 5, 6). Isaiah 65:8 teaches that the 
cluster of grapes is not to be wholly de- 
stroyed, because it contains the juice for the 
new wine. Likewise for the sake of His 
servants God will not totally destroy all of 
Israel. Instead He will bring forth a seed 
out of Jacob and of Judah, which remnant 
shall become the inheritors of the land (vv. 
9, 18). As to I Corinthians 13:8, truly 
“love never faileth.” However, if you want 
a verse revealing the unbounded love of 
God why not take John 3:16? God’s love 
is both world-wide and also endures for- 
ever. However we are not saved simply 
because God loves us, but because Christ 
died for us; and even His atoning death for 
sinners can save only those who believe on 
Him.

Questions: (1) Of what do the chas- 
tenings of God consist (Heb. 12:5)? (2) 
What is the meaning of “My strength is 
made perfect in weakness” (II Cor.

Answers: (1) They are disciplinary 
methods used by God for the good of those 
who have been received into His family. 
When we become children of God (John 
1:12) we are far from being perfect. We 
need reproof and correction many times. 
Because God loves us He chastises us when 
needful, just as any faithful earthly parent 
will do. The chastising may take the form 
of bodily ailment, affliction, loss of money or 
friends, or position; even the suffering of 
persecution. All such things may be a part 
of our moral and spiritual training. We are 
not to rebel against them, but through them 
draw closer to God. For the moment they 
are far from being pleasant, but they may 
contribute to our holiness, and produce in 
us the peaceable fruit of righteousness, if 
we properly receive them (vv.

WRONG HOMES 
E.T.K., Baltimore, Md. 

Question: What is wrong with our 
homes, that our children are not always 
what they should be? 

Answer: In the first place the charac- 
ter of our children is not determined alone 
by the character of the homes in which they 
are reared. Even though the home be 
ideally Christian, which few are, the outside 
influences are sometimes appalling. In our 
public schools what is taught may be even 
antagonistic to Christianity. Companion- 
ships formed there are not always helpful. 
Then, too, there are so many interesting but 
detracting things, such as picture shows and 
radios, which frequently lower the tastes 
and the morals of our children and young 
people. Yet it is still true that children are 
chiefly molded by the home life and influ- 
ences. In spite of all adverse influences 
upon the outside, children still may be saved 
and trained to become Christlike and to 
love the things of God. Parents may still 
be godly and the home be ideally Christian, 
although this may be more difficult than in 
other generations. But if parents abandon 
the family altar, neglect the Christian nur- 
ture and discipline of their children, attend 
picture shows instead of prayer meetings, 
live worldly lives, what can you expect of 
their children? Home teaching, home disci- 
pline, and home example may be old fash- 
ioned, but no substitute can produce godly 
children.

him has been subdued. Forty years ago the 
Germans conquered Alsace and Lorraine, but 
these provinces were not subdued. Their 
citizenship was German, but their allegiance 
was French. Their taxes were paid into the 
German treasury, but the incense that rose 
from their heart altars was “Vive la France.” 
He who conquers must conquer the soul. In 
the Memoirs of Napoleon Bonaparte are 
these words: “I know men, and I tell you 
that Jesus Christ was not a man. Alexander, 
Caesar, Charlemagne, and myself have found- 
ed empires; but upon what did we rear the 
creations of our genius? Upon force. Jesus 
Christ alone founded an empire upon love, 
and to this day there are millions who would 
die for Him.” There is no kingdom, for no 
kingdom can have universal sway, that does 
not base its conquest on the deepest thing 
in man. No man can ever truly say that 
he belongs to the kingdom of Christ who 
has not yielded up to Him the inner citadel 
of his soul. 

It is a long time since these great claims 

were made for Christ and His people. It 
is a long time since John in apocalyptic vi- 
sion lifted one corner of the veil and showed 
us that “the kingdoms of this world are to 
become the kingdoms of our Lord and of 
his Christ.” It is a long time since Paul, sur- 
veying the battlefield where Christ met His 
enemies declared: “He must reign, till he 
hath put all enemies under his feet” (I Cor. 
15:25). It is a longer time since the psalmist 
heard Jehovah breathe this promise to His 
Son: “Thou art my Son; this day have I 
begotten thee. Ask of me, and I shall give 
thee the heathen for thine inheritance, and 
the uttermost parts of the earth for thy pos- 
session” (Ps. 2:7, 8). 
It is many centuries since Isaiah in vision 
saw Him coming up from the carnage of His 
last victory. “Who is this that cometh from 
Edom, with dyed garments from Bozrah? 
this that is glorious in his apparel, traveling 
in the greatness of his strength?” (Isa. 63:1). 
These are great claims, but there is not one 
prophecy concerning Christ that shall not be 
fulfilled, and there is not one claim for His 
people that shall not be realized when by 
His power in them, He shall impose His 
spirit upon all people, and kindred tongues, 
and nations. 

Jesus can emancipate the souls of men. 
It may be within the power of others to lift 
the burdens from the body. Jesus alone can 
lift the burdens of the soul. Others may 
have the power to enrich the mind. Jesus 
alone can liberate the spirit. 

In conclusion let me say: It is Christ 
against Caesar, truth against error, light 
against darkness, freedom against tyranny, 
the golden day against the dark age. Where 
do you stand? Is it Christ or is it Caesar? 
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December 13 
JOHN’S VISION ON PATMOS 
Revelation 1:4-18 

Golden Text: Fear not; I am the first 
and the last: ... behold, I am alive for 
evermore.—Revelation 1:17, 18. 

The first chapter of the Revelation, while 
it is an introduction to the entire book, is 
worthy of study by itself as a glorious re- 
vealing of Jesus Christ, His person and 
work. Some will wish to use the chapter as 
a preface to the study of the solemn and 
instructive messages to the seven churches 
of Asia which are found in chapters 2 and 
3; but for most schools, it will be better 
to concentrate on the messages of the chap- 
ter itself. 


I. His Person. 

While many of the characteristics of the 
Son of God are here presented, two are par- 
ticularly emphasized. 

1. His Eternity (vv. 8, 11, 17). 

In a world which understands but little 
of the meaning of its past, which lives in 
a badly befuddled present, and admittedly 
knows nothing of the future, it is a source 
of the deepest satisfaction and peace of 
heart to know and serve the One who “is 
and was and which is to come, the Al- 
mighty.” He already “was in the begin- 
ning,” and is to be through all eternity. 

2. His Glory (vv. 5, 13-16). 

Jesus Christ is presented in verse 5 as 
“the faithful witness and first begotten of the 
dead,” who is the ruler “over all the kings 
of the earth.” The followers of Christ have 
a glorious Captain and Leader. The king- 
doms of all the earth are His by right. 
Some day He will rule in fact and in per- 
son. 

The infinitely beautiful description of our 
Lord in verses 13 to 16 is almost beyond in- 
-terpretation. Have you seen Him in His 
majesty and glory? The one who is “in the 
Spirit on the Lord’s day” can still see “him 
who is invisible’ (Heb. 11:27). 


II. His Work. 

1. His Victory (v. 18). 

He died for our sins, but “was raised 
again for our justification” (Rom. 4:25). 
We have not a dead, but a living Saviour. 
He has “the keys of death and hell.” The 
one who follows a human leader parts with 
Him at the grave. But he who follows 
Christ does not lose Him when he passes 
over into the next world, for He is there, 
and He has the keys of all authority, not 
only in this world but also in that which 
is to come. 

2. His Love (v. 5). 

How deep and rich was His love toward 
us. It sent Him to the cross. 

3. His Redemption (v. 5). 

He “washed us from our sins in his own 
blood.” We read in Hebrews 9:22 that 
“without the shedding of blood there is no 
remission.” The cults and creeds which deny 
or ignore the need of cleansing in the blood 
of Jesus Christ, may be religious, but they 
are not Christian. 

4. His Fellowship (v. 13). 

The candlesticks are churches and the 
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stars are God’s messengers. They are not 
alone in the world; He is “in the midst.” 
Do we recognize His presence? 

5. His Return (v. 7). 

“Behold, he cometh with clouds.’ How 
can anyone read the New Testament and 
fail to see, and to teach, and to preach the 
Lord’s return? He is coming again. What 
is our duty in the light of His coming? 
(a) To live lives of purity and Christian 
nobility. Read I John 3:3, and compare 
vv. 1 and 2. (b) To be diligent in sacri- 
ficial service. “Occupy till I come” (Luke 
19:13) is the command of the one who 
“went into a far country to receive for him- 
self a kingdom and to return” (Luke 19: 
11). 





December 20 
THE SUPREME GIFT OF LOVE 
Christmas Lesson 


I John 4:7-19 

Golden Text: Glory to God in the 
highest, and on earth peace, good will to- 
ward men.—Luke 2:14. 

“T heard the bells on Christmas Day 
Their old familiar carols play, 

And wild and sweet 

The words repeat 
Of peace on earth, good will to men.” 

Thus sang America’s well-beloved Long- 
fellow. But at once his honest heart began 
to question—“Is there peace on earth? Are 
not men and nations striving against each 
other in hatred and violence?” Were he 
alive today he might ask his questions with 
even greater fear and sadness. 

How blessed then, that as followers of 
the Christ we are again permitted to stand 
at the lowly manger in Bethlehem town and 
rejoice anew that “the Word was made flesh 
and dwelt among us, .. . full of grace and 
truth” (John 1:14). Let us all who bear 
His precious name covenant together to 
“keep Christ in Christmas,” and in the giv- 
ing of gifts, remember God’s great gift. Let 
no home fail to have read on Christmas 
day the Bible story of the incarnation 
(Luke 2:1-20). 

The lesson for this Christmas Sunday has 
been well chosen from the First Epistle of 
John. The “apostle of love” is our teacher 
as we consider God’s supreme gift of love. 
We note first of all 

I. Its Origin (vv. 7, 8). 

“God is love.’ In other words, love is 
not merely one of His characteristics, but 
of the very essence of His being. He not 
only loves, but He is love. Therefore only 
those who know Him can truly love, and 
those who have not love, do not know Him. 


II. Its Manifestation (vv. 9, 10). 

“We may give without loving, but we 
cannot love without giving.” God’s love 
“sent his only begotten Son into the world 
that we might live through him.” Let us 
be sure to emphasize that Christmas cele- 
brates the coming of the Saviour into the 
world. 


III. Its Results (vv. 11-19). 
1. Love between Men (v. 11). 


This verse presents an absolutely irre- 
futable argument. If God could love us, 
surely we should love one another. 

2. Fellowship with God (vv. 12-16). 

No man has ever seen God, but God is 
manifested in the lives of men who, be- 
cause they have taken His Son as their 
Saviour (v. 14), and have confessed Him 
as such before the world (v. 15), have come 
into perfect fellowship with God. Only 
through such lives will the world know 
God’s love. 

3. Boldness in the Lord (vv. 17, 18). 

It is tragically true that even on Christ- 
mas day when we speak of peace and good 
will, it is a fact that men and women out- 
side of Christ are His enemies and must look 
in fear toward a day of judgment. But how 
different for those who know Christ as 
Saviour. Perfect love, God’s love, has cast 
out all fear, and they may face with bold- 
ness even the day of judgment. 

If any reader of these lines lacks this 
holy boldness, why not make this Christ- 
mas season a time of spiritual “nativity”— 
take the Christ of Bethlehem and Calvary 
as your Saviour just now! 

4. Appreciation of His Love (v. 19). 

Love begets love. God’s love for us moves 
us deeply and we love Him. He loved us 
“while we were yet sinners” (Rom. 5:8). 
Much more then being saved, we should 
love Him, and love the brethren. (See 
I John 4:20, 21). 

So “let us keep the feast, not with... 
the leaven of malice and wickedness; but 
with the unleavened bread of sincerity and 
truth” (I Cor. 5:8). Then we may indeed 
wish one another

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December 27 
THE SPREAD OF CHRISTIANITY 
IN SOUTHERN EUROPE 
Hebrew 2:1-4; 11:32—12:2 


Golden Text: The kingdoms of this 
world are become the kingdoms of our Lord, 
and of his Christ; and he shall reign for 
ever and ever.—Revelation 11:15. 

History has marveled at the spread of 
the Christian faith in a wicked and hostile 
world. Dark were the days upon the earth 
when the handful of believers in Jesus Christ 
set out to preach the gospel. Why did the 
Christian faith spread so rapidly and build 
so soundly for the future? The answer is 
found in our lesson for today. It is three- 
fold. They declared 


I. A Great Salvation (2:1-4). 

The preaching of the apostles set an 
example of sound teaching. They knew 
that no “programs” or “drives” would suf- 
fice to meet the need of the world steeped 
in sin and superstition. They preached a 
great salvation, a real gospel, and God set 
His seal of approval upon their work. 

The presentation of God’s Word and His 
gospel in the power of the Holy Spirit is 
still the way of victorious usefulness for any 
believer and any church. 

Turning now to the great faith chapter 
of Hebrews, we see the second reason for 
the spread of Christianity. Bible preaching 
brought forth Bible believers—men and 
women who obtained ‘a good _ report 
through faith.” 


Il. A Victorious Faith (11:32-40). 

Right presentation and proper apprehen- 
sion of God’s Word produces noble and 
sacrificial living. The world is “not worthy” 
of its heroes of faith. In fact, it not only 
fails to recognize them and their mighty 
deeds, but mocks, scourges, tortures, and 
saws them asunder. But they are written 
down in God’s book of remembrance. He 
rightly evaluates their faith and their nobil- 
ity of character. We need to learn of God 
how to regard our fellow men, lest we fol- 
low the crowd in giving praise to those 
who merit it not, and fail to recognize the 


-unsung heroes of faith in our own com- 


munities and churches who are the very 
salt of the earth. 

The final section of our lesson follows 
the first two in perfect sequence of thought. 
We have noted the apostolic message con- 
cerning God’s great salvation. We have 
seen that the gospel is indeed the power of 
God, which net only saves but which pro- 
duces heroic living. Now we turn to our 
obligation to continue that glorious suc- 
cession of these who live by faith. 


Ill. A Race to Run (12:1,2). 

The picture in the writer’s mind is the 
great Olympic arena. All around are the 
spectators. A race is to be run. What a 
striking picture of Christian life. For it, 
too, is a race. It has a prize, both here and 
in the hereafter. It calls for intense activ- 
ity. It brings us before those who either 
jeer at us or cheer us On our way. 

Many are the things which may hinder a 
runner. One thing he cannot do, is carry 
weights. These may not be sinful things, 
but those which while otherwise legitimate, 
may be a hindrance to spiritual progress. 
Let us put them away! 

And then there is sin—that treacherous 
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Jock Troup of Glasgow, Scotland, at Founder’s Week Conference. 
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enemy that so subtly “besets us” and en- 
tangles us. By God’s grace let us cast it 
aside. 

Greater than all the hindrances is the One 
in whose name we run and to whom we 
look for victory. Looking past the diffi- 
culties, the spectators, and even the course 
itself, we see Him who is “the author and 
perfecter of our faith.” The secret of vic- 
tory is to 

“Turn your eyes upon Jesus, 
Look full in His wonderful face.” 





January 3 
THE SON OF GOD BECOMES MAN 
John 1:1-18 

Golden Text: And the Word was 
made flesh, and dwelt among us.—John 
1:14. 

The opening of a new year always brings 
with it a sense of solemn responsibility for 
one’s life and service, and at the same time 
a thrilling expectancy. No better way can 
be found to begin this year of our Lord, 
1937, than in the study of God’s Word, not 
only by ourselves, but in the fellowship of 
others in the church and Sunday School. 

The series of lessons outlined for the 
year gives us the eagerly apprehended op- 
portunity of studying during the first three 
months the Gospel of John. Space does 
not permit of a suitable introduction to that 
study here, but we trust that no one will 
fail to read John 20:31, which states the 
purpose of the apostle in writing. 

Three great and fundamental questions 
are answered in John 1:1-18, namely, (1) 
Was Jesus Christ God or man? (2) Does 
it matter how we regard Him and relate 
our lives to Him? (3) Is there suitable evi- 
dence upon which we may rest our faith in 
Him? 


I. Jesus Christ Is God (vv. 1-5). 

“In the beginning” of Genesis 1:1, Jesus 
Christ already “was” not only “with God,” 
but He “was God.” He is the living 
“Word,” the complete and final revelation 
of God. He is infinite, eternal, divine, both 
the Creator and Redeemer. He is both the 
Life and the Light of men. 
shines in the darkness, but the darkness does 
not comprehend it. 


II. Men Are Either Believers or 
Unbelievers (vv. 6-13). 

There are only two classes of people who 
will read these lines—the saved and the un- 
saved. What a solemn thought! To which 
class do I belong? 

The Lord of glory, the Creator of all 
things, came to His’ own world and it 
“knew him not” (v. 10). How tragic is 


that fact, but how much deeper is the stab. 


of the next verse, His own people “received 
him not.” 

The Light still shines in the world, and 
it is still all too true that men love “dark- 
ness rather than light because their deeds 
are evil” (John 3:19). Such men are lost, 
“dead in trespasses and sin” (Eph. 2:1). 

But, thank God, there are those who “re- 
ceive him” (v. 12), and to them He gives 
the power or authority, to be the sons of 
God. This change is expressly declared to be 

1. Not by reason of family, or heredity, 
“not of blood.” 

2. Not by natural instinct er develop- 
ment, not “of the will of the flesh.”

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3. Not by human volition or will power, 
not “of the will of man, but of God.” 

In other words, a man is saved by the 
regenerating grace of God, and not by fam- 
ily connections, education, character, or 
“turning over a new leaf.” 

These are important matters, and some- 
one may well ask, “What evidence is there 
for these things?” Faith is not a venture 
into the dark. We have the strongest of all 
foundations in the sure Word of God.

His only be- 
gotten Son brought it, it came by Him.

apostles’ teaching and fellowship, and in 
breaking of bread, and in prayers. The 
Lord’s Supper, therefore, like the ordinance 
of baptism, is to be observed by believers 
“till he come” (I Cor.

The Dallas (Tex.) Pastors’ Association and 
Dallas Council of Churchmen called Gipsy 
Smith, Sr., from his home in Cambrige, 
England, for a two weeks meeting September 
20 to October 4. The services were held in 
the First Baptist Church in the down town 
district. The auditorium seats 6,000, and 
great crowds were in attendance at all the 
evening services, while loud speakers were 
used in three rooms of the Sunday School 
building for those who could not be seated 
in the main auditorium. Fieldon J. Starks 
writes that, despite the Texas Centennial 
which was in progress, the people seemed 
hungry for the gospel story. Mr. Smith was 
requested to sing a solo at nearly every eve- 
ning service. Decision cards were used and 
were signed by some 10,000 persons, either 
accepting Christ as their personal Saviour or 
reconsecrating their lives and talents to Him. 
It was estimated that 110,000 people at- 
tended the services. At the invitation of the 
centennial officials, Mr. Smith preached on 
Saturday evening to 2,000 on the exposition 
grounds. Plans are under way for Mr. Smith 
to return next year, when a large tabernacle 
will be built for a special city-wide revival. 

The Morning Star Mission of Joliet, IIl., 
celebrated its twenty-seventh anniversary 
November 15-17. Under the direction of 
Peter H. McCarthy, its founder, it has been 
“as the shadow of a great rock in a weary 
land” to unfortunate men and boys who are 
not reached by any other charitable organ- 
ization. It has given food to the hungry, 
clothes to the ragged, warm sanitary lodging

to the homeless, and faith and hope to all. 
During the past twenty-two years, the Morn- 
ing Star workers have prayed with more 
than 8,000 repented souls. And in this period 
of two decades the institution has sheltered 
88,221 men and boys; has provided clothing 
for 18,013 unfortunate persons; has furnished 
meals to 175,971 hungry persons who have 
sought its aid, and during the past eleven 
years has furnished relief to 1,726 families. 
It has paid railroad fares to over 2,000 boys 
and girls, most of whom were wayward and 
who were turned over to the mission by the 
sheriff and police. 

When the George Dibble Evangelistic 
Party went to the First Baptist Church, 
Barre, Vt., in September for an engagement, 
they found the evangelistic spirit of its mem- 
bers at a very low ebb. Through prayer the 
Holy Spirit brought conviction, and at the 
close of the three weeks campaign the church 
was transformed. Many of the church lead- 
ers reconsecrated their lives and effort to the 
Lord’s work. A fellowship group was organ- 
ized among the young people. Mr. MacLean, 
the pastor, reports a continuation of the 
blessing and spirit of the revival. In October 
the party were in Manchester, N.H., with 
three churches co-operating in evangelistic 
effort. Many nights the inquiry room was 
filled with men and women accepting Christ 
as their personal Saviour, and many in- 
different Christians came back into real fel- 
lowship with the Christ. A number of young 
people plan to enter the Moody Bible Insti- 
tute as a result of the meeting. 

From the Miami (Fla.) Gospel Tabernacle 
of the Christian and Missionary Alliance 
comes a report of three weeks of revival with 
Charles Winter as evangelist. T. J. Spier, the 
pastor, writes that souls were saved nearly 
every night. Mrs. Winter presided at the 
piano and Mr. Spier led the singing. Mr. 
Winter rendered several musical numbers

The October 15, issue of the Harlan, Iowa, 
Tribune carried an interesting article about 
meetings in the Bethel Baptist Church of 
that city conducted by Harry O. Anderson. 
The music of the augmented young people’s 
choir, under the direction of Mrs. H. C. 
Pauley, was an attractive feature of the eve- 
ning services. Mr. Anderson also trained 75 
children in a boosters’ chorus. At the bap- 
tismal service during the last week, Mr. An- 
derson preached on the scriptural theme, “I 
am not ashamed of the gospel of Christ.” 
Many found Him as their Saviour. 

Souls were saved in the closing week of 
an engagement in the Baptist Church, 
Strandburg, S.D., conducted by David 
Nygren and Harry Bundy. The “Gospel 
Crusaders” next assisted the Baptist Church, 
Detroit Lakes, Minn., in a revival effort. 

“Two weeks meeting held in the First 
United Brethren Church in Anderson, Ind., 
was one of the best in the year’s work,” 
writes Sylvester Sanford. The services closed 
Sunday, October 11. Crowds attended each 
night and more than 30 people were con- 
verted. Mrs. Lloyd Lanachan, wife of the 
pastor, served as pianist. Fifty attended the 
children’s meetings. There were 11 converts 
in the two weeks’ meeting in October in the 
United Brethren Church of Geneva, Neb. 
The Methodist Episcopal, Congregational, 
and Christian churches co-operated. 

Another report from Texas tells of the 
work of Hyman Appleman, who conducted 
a two-weeks series in September in the First 
Baptist Church of Corsicana. Mr. Appleman 
was assisted by Mark Short, who conducted 
the singing. There were more than a hundred 
additions to the church. In Pampa, Tex., 
Mr. Appleman was speaker and George 
Reynolds singer for two weeks at the First 
Baptist Church where C. E. Lancaster is 
pastor. A large number of additions to the 
church was reported. The Capitol Hill Bap- 
tist Church, of Oklahoma City, had Mr. 
Appleman for two weeks the latter part of 
October, when large crowds heard the gospel. 
There were 188 additions to the church. 

The Calvary Baptist Church of Port 
Huron, Mich., called the Elden R. Farrar 
Evangelistic Party in October to hold special 
meetings. Pastor Adolph Shay rejoices in 
the many souls saved and the rededication 
of lives of his church members. The party, 
known as the “Sharers of Good News,” will 
continue in Michigan and Ohio during the 
winter. 

In the “Back to the Bible” revival in the 
First Baptist Church, Kankakee, IIl., O. W. 
and Mrs. Stucky had the joy of leading 35 
souls to the Lord. The presence of Bibles 
increased from 53 to 134, and a total of 
11,585 chapters were reported read during 
the campaign. There were 87 who signed the 
Bible reading covenant, which will take 
them through the Bible in one year.

There were 38 people who were converted 
in the eight-day campaign conducted by Vio- 
let Heefner and Anna Sudenga in the Grace 
Evangelical Church, Omaha, Neb., W. H.

He married Moody’s 
only daughter, served for a number of years 
with the growing Bible Institute in Chicago, 
and in later years exercised his gifts in the 
Northfield Schools, and as editor of the 
Christian Work magazine.

Neither Purse nor Sword, by James 
M. Beck and Merle Thorpe. 


This is a valuable and timely exposition of 
the essence of our American government, par- 
ticularly its basis in the federal Constitution 
and the Supreme Court. Its chief author, Mr. 
Beck, was formerly Solicitor General, and 
ranked high as a constitutional scholar; his 
colleague is editor of Nation’s Business. In 
answering political arguments and pleas for 
curbing or remaking the court, they conclu- 
sively demonstrate that the framers of our 
Constitution faced depressions and other pres- 
ent day national problems and rejected popu- 
lar reform proposals, because determined to 
safeguard political liberty which had been so 
dearly bought. 

They well knew the tendency of all gov- 
ernments to drift into a dictator’s rule, hence 
they strictly limited the federal power vested 
in Congress and the President, giving more 
scope to state administrations instead, and 
reserving still more for individual citizens to 
decide each for himself. The authors warn 
against subtle encroachments on these liber- 
ties, urging the necessity of watchfulness, 
rather than depending solely on the Supreme 
Court, which lacks both purse and sword to 
enforce its decisions and keep our rights 
secure.

God-ordered one. Perhaps God has per- 
mitted some great sorrow to come into our 
lives to remind us of His plan for us still 
unfulfilled. Perhaps God has intrusted us 
with the specific care of one particular in- 
dividual for whom He held us responsible, 
and when confronted with the result of our 
carelessness have replied, “As thy servant 
was busy here and there he was gone.” Yes, 
we were busy in doing some good work, but 
the consideration of relative values should 
lead us to put first things first. 


It becomes increasingly difficult in these 
days to choose the best among so many 
good things from which to choose, but 
choose we must. It requires wisdom from 
above and spiritual vision of high order to 
sense and choose aright, so that we may be 
able, when confronted with the importuni- 
ties of even our dearest friends, to say, 
“Wist ye not that I must be about my Fath- 
er’s business?” And “the King’s business 
requireth haste.”

a restraint against crime, must have a pen- 

Ity attached to the breaking of it. If a 
father tells his son that he is not to go out- 
side of a certain fence, and a wicked neigh- 
bor boy undertakes to get him to cross the 
mark set for him, the boy will as a rule 
object on the ground that his father will 
punish him if he gets over the fence. And 
then, forthwith, the wicked boy goes to 
work to minify the penalty, telling him his 
father will not know about it; and if he can 
convince the boy that he can escape the 
penalty, very often he induces the boy to 
disobedience. This was Satan’s method with 
Eve, and we may well believe that these 
systems that have no hell in them are con- 
cocted by the Devil to induce people to sin. 
Even in civil law it is noticeable how crime 
flourishes when the penalty is uncertain, and 
how it diminishes when the penalty is dras- 
tically administered. 

In view of the foregoing considerations it 
appears that unbelief first enters the mind 
in the way of doubts concerning eternal 
punishment. Other orthodox beliefs follow 
until the entire system of Christian doctrine 
crumbles. Following this, confidence in the 
moral law slackens, conscience is lulled to 
sleep, and the individual morally declines. 
When this process has worked itself through 
a few generations, the whole system of 
morals that has kept civilized lands reason- 
ably respectable, will decay and we shall 
soon have a world reeking in sin, with peo- 
ple recognizing no distinction between good 
and evil.
